THE QUESTION OF DESERTION. 

Desertion as viewed by an enlisted man is the tenor 
of a long and well written letter in the New York Sun 
of Sept. 23 by 1st Sergt. Henry S. Sullivan, Co. B, 8th 
U.S. Inf., stationed at the Presidio, Monterey, Cal. As 
to the tears we have been asked to shed over the decent 
and honorable Regular who is set to the “menial tasks 
of policing and scavenging at Army posts,” Sergeant 
Sullivan, speaking from an experience of eighteen years 
as an enlisted man, says that more than 90 per cent. 
of such work at posts is done by prisoners. Sometimes 
when the number of prisoners at a post is insufficient 
for these duties, the task of caring for the grounds, 
collecting stray leaves, windfalls, paper, etc., devolves 
upon the soldier to some extent. He believes the busi- 
ness man in moderate circumstances puts in more real 
hard work in his garden in a week, or shoveling snow 
in a blizzard, than soldiers engaged in police work do 
in a month. Concerning the awful hikes over dusty 
roads, the itinerary of Sullivan’s regiment is given, 
proving that the total distance of 200 miles for the an- 
nual practice march covers fifteen marches, or about 
thirteen miles a day, a distance a girls’ walking club 
would laugh at. 

An acquaintance with hundreds of others enables this 
soldier to say that he has yet to hear of an honest soldier 
who objected to being photographed, or “mugged.” One 
more terrible indictment against the Army, that of 
dish washing, excites almost the levity of Sergeant 
Sullivan, who finds that each private soldier takes his 
turn at this duty about twice a month, the work occu- 
pying him six hours a day, or a total of twelve hours 
in the month. Until that happy time comes when Uncle 
Sam will quarter his soldiers in hotels, the men must 
wait upon one another, but as each soldier has the same 
task to do in his turn, the thought of humiliation never 
enters a man’s head except in the imagination of a 
magazinist. When the anti-militarists will cease bom- 
barding Congress with hysterical outcries against 
“Army extravagance,” “military waste,” etc., we may 
be able to get a service corps for the Army so that 
much of the unmilitary work the soldier has now to do 
will be done by members of that corps. In contrast to 
these necessary post duties,. Sergeant Sullivan gives a 
list of the advantages which a young man obtains by 
joining the Army, in the matters of pay, physical train- 
ing, character building, ete. He says well: “The fact is 
daily impressed upon the recruit that the material re- 
ward in his profession are not for the man of soft moral 
fiber and weak character.” From this he passes to the 
admission that unfortunately ‘“weaklings and moral 
cripples” slip past the rigid examination to which the 
recruit is subjected, and these weaklings he ascribes to 
the feminine character of the recruit’s early education. 
“Femininism,” he maintains, “explains the marked and 
ingrained lawlessness, inefficiency and instability of 
presented to the recruiting officer. From this class our 
deserters are mainly recruited, the feminine influence 
regarding very lightly an offense which masculine opinion 
has ever severely condemned.” 

Nothing that has been published recently on the subject 
of desertion has attracted more attention than this letter. 
A marked copy of the paper was referred from one officer 
to another throughout the War Department, and finally 
reached Major General Wood, Chief of Staff. General 
Wood was so favorably impressed with the argument of 
the non-commissioned officer that he addressed a letter 
to Sergeant Sullivan. The text of it is as follows: 

War Department, office of the Chief of Staff, Sept. 26, 1910. 


Sergeant:—I have read With much interest and satisfac- 
tion your letter re-desertion. published in the Sun o 
Sept .23. ae! 

Tt is a sensible letter, full of sound principles, and one 
which I hope will receive the attention it deserves. When 
public sentiment rises to the level which severely condemns 


desertion, and holds that honorable and conscientious per- 
formance of military service is one of the most sacred of 
our obligations to our country, the deserter will have no 
place in our communities in which he can find shelter, sym- 
pathy, or support. Very truly yours,

A similar view of desertion as seen by an enlisted man 
is given in a letter by Corporal Moreland, of the 17th 
Infantry, which appears on page 117 of this issue. 

In the enumeration of the causes contributing to 
desertion in the Army the restriction of the soldier’s 
personal liberty is not to be overlooked. Much is said of 
the “monotony” of Army life, but who is more respon- 
sible for it than those who restrict the harmless holiday 
pleasures of our sailors, as well as our soldiers, and 
otherwise interfere with their personal liberty? We 
wonder whether the average civilian would not find life 
“monotonous” if a band of reformers had him under their 
wing on his day of rest and prescribed what he should 
and should not do. Not satisfied with abolishing the 
canteen, these reformers strive to prevent our enlisted 
men from playing baseball on their one day of leisure, 
although in big city parks on the Sabbath even clergymen 
like Dr. Rainsford either play or encourage the playing 
of golf, tennis, baseball, football and lacrosse, while in 
such places as Coney Island fortunes are spent and 
made in providing amusements which, in the power to 
“desecrate” a day, far surpass the clean, open-air sport 
of baseball. 
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The experiment of the midshipmen taking their meals 
at the general mess was a success in every respect, ac- 
cording to the reports that have been received from the 
summer practice cruise by the Navy Department. The 
commanding officers of the ships, as far as have been 
heard from, report thatthe midshipmen were satisfied 
with the service at the general mess. Some of them 
rather enjoyed the change from the meals which they 
received at the Academy, and regarded the affair as a 
sort of an outing. Incidentally the satisfaction expressed 
by the midshipmen at the general mess food is a testi- 
monial of the highest character as to the food served to 
the enlisted men in the Navy. The fact that the mid- 
shipmen lived contentedly at the general mess indicates 
that there is not such a difference between the food which 
is served to the enlisted men and that which is sold to 
the officers as is popularly supposed. This mess arrange- 
ment is also regarded by the officers as an excellent 
training for the midshipmen. It gives them a practical 
knowledge of the commissary system and the methods of 
subsistence at sea. One of the commanding officers of 
the ships sums up the benefit of the new system of 
messing midshipmen while on a practice cruise in this 
statement: “1. In aceordance with Par. 2 of the letter 
of the Superintendent of the Naval Academy. dated 
September 6, 1910, relative to messing of midshipmen 
in the general mess, I have to make the following com- 
ment; 2. The messing of the midshipmen in the general 
mess during the recent summer practice cruise was 
successful from. every point of view. The particular 
advantages were as follows: (a) greater economy; (b) 
less storeroom space required; (c) more efficient 
refrigerating arrangements were possible and fresh food 
was served every day throughout the cruise; (d) better 
understanding of the commissary system and method of 
subsistence at sea on the part of the midshipmen; (e) 
economy and increased efficiency in galley space; (f) the 
fact that the general mess food satisfies the midshipmen, 
who have been accustomed to first class food, is a testi- 
monial as to the character of the food served to the en- 
listed men of the Navy. Also, the fact that the midship- 
men lived contentedly with a few of their table luxuries, 
in the way of fresh milk, ete., eliminated shows that they 
are able to adapt themselves to sea conditions.”

How quickly the people of the tropics drop back into 
conditions of apathy in matters of sanitation is shown 
in the case of Cuba. which supplies a striking illustration 
of the fact that the military system of sanitation em- 
ployed by the American Army in the first and second 
occupations of the island was the only thing that would 
have rid Cuba of the yellow fever and other diseases. 
As we contemplate Cuba to-day, and note its falling 
away from the high sanitary standards of the American 
Army, we may well doubt whether civil sanitary control, 
however energetic, could ever have succeeded in cleaning 
up the island, even temporarily. It was the bayonet 
behind the sanitary regulations of the military governors 
that alone did that. The ease with which a tropical 
community slips back into sloth and dirtiness is shown 
by a letter in the Boston Transcript, which says: “When 
the American soldiery was withdrawn from the island a 
year or more ago Cuba was as clean as a_ whistle. 
Yellow fever had been wiped out and cholera was a 
thing of the past. Two years ago one could sit out in 
the parks or loll in the chairs in front of the hotels in 
comfort. To-day the mosquitos would eat one up. When 
the United States was in control, Cuba could give lessons 
in cleanliness to most American cities. ‘To-day, it is 
said, one needs be guided only by the nostrils to find the 
great market in Havana.” ‘This relapse has come, too, 
in spite of the splendid system of national sanitation 
which was worked out in 1906 through the efforts of 
Lieut. Col. J. R. Kean, Med. Corps, U.S.A., who went 
to Cuba then at the suggestion of Mr. Taft, Secretary 
of War, under instructions to nationalize the sanitary 
service, This nationalization was effected by means of 





a decree published Aug. 27, 1907. This nationalized 
service supplied the machinery for the exercise of the 
broad powers conferred upon the old National Board of 
Health by the order of Gen. Leonard Wood. So Colonel 
Kean and his assistants succeeded in giving to Cuba a 
set of model sanitary laws, probably the best in the 
world. But neither he nor the influence of many months 
of successful operation of these laws during the second 
American intervention could give the Cubans the will 
or the ability to live up to those high standards of sani- 
tation and cleanliness. One can form an idea from this 
sanitary retrogression of the Cubans of the gigantic 
nature of the task to which the American Army set its 
hand immediately after the Spanish War. 
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Suggesting a larger place for Infantry work during 
coast defense exercises, Col. Albert Todd, C.A.C., com- 
manding the Hastern Artillery District of New York, 
Fort Totten, says the amount of Artillery instruction at 
such times merits serious consideration. While admitting 
that in theory the whole time, except perhaps that in- 
volved in the performance of guard duty, should be 
devoted tu Artillery work, Infantry drills and ceremonies 
being kept in the background or omitted altogether, and 
the matter of time for recreation be considered as of 
minor importance, Colonel Todd says it must not be for- 
gotten tha* these encampments are to a great extent 
regarded as periods of vacation by the men. Infantry 
drills and ceremonies are more spectacular than Artillery 
work, and a certain amount of them is necessary, prob- 
ably to encourage men to enlist in the Militia. If nothing 
but Artillery work were attempted at the encampment 
he thinks it is doubtful whether more than a handful of 
men could be got to come to the camp. Without this 
yielding to the wishes of the Militia any valuable service 
cannot be obtained from them, and he is convinced it 
would be better to set aside the afternoon for Infantry 
work, ceremonies and recreation, having Artillery exer- 
cises only in the forenoons and short night drills, In 
his opinion very much better use could be made of the 
Naval Militia at future exercises by arranging to have 
them regularly ordered to take part and by having more 
detailed and specific programs laid out for their guidance. 
The Naval Militia participated voluntarily in the coast 
defense maneuvers, and Colonel Todd says much praise 
is due them for their work, even if the programs laid 
out by their commanding officer, Lieut. Russell Raynor, 
were not carried out in their entirety. Stated generally, 
his idea was to rendezvous with his launches and cutters 
at places out of sight of the posts of the, district, and, 
under cover-of darkness, to steal in, hugging the shores 
and effecting a landing either at Totten or Schuyler. As 
a matter of fact, his boats were picked up in ample time 
to put them out of action long before landing was made. 





Major H. H. Whitney, C.A.C., Fort Worden, Wash., — 
believes that no satisfactory solution of the problem of 
succession in battle commanders in the event of the 
regular battle commander being incapacitated for duty 
in time of war has been found. He has given much 
thought to this point, as he deems it of great importance. 
In active service, as he points out, the Volunteer officer 
ranks immediately below the Regular officer of the same 
grade. If the Regular officer were incapacitated, both 
Regular and Reserve battle commanders being of the 
same grade, or superior to the other officers, the com- 
mand would fall upon the Reserve battle commander. 
This is a great responsibility, both to the officer and 
country, to be placed upon a comparatively untrained 
officer, requiring in some cases the handling of several 
forts as one fighting machine. If the Reserve battle 
commander have sufficient wisdom he will, of course, 
call upon the officer of the Regular Service next in rank 
to advise and guide him, but if the Reservist should 
have more self-esteem than common sense the situation 
would be full of danger. The apparently easy solution, 
by providing that the higher command shall not filled 
by a Reserve officer, is rejected by Major Whitney, as 
it would make it practically impossible to organize any 
reserve. It would seem as if some plan might be devised 
by which the fate of forts might not lie in the possession 
or non-possession of a too highly developed bump of 
self-esteem. 
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There are traces of a psychological study of the 
Militiamen in the protest of Capt. H. H. Sheen, C.A.C., 
against the prohibition of the use of blank ammunition 
in coast defense work, which he said was a “serious blow 
to the Militia,” during the joint exercises at Fort Totten. 
N.Y., in 1909. At that time, Captain Sheen says, the 
Guardsmen had looked forward to what they brag of to 
their friends as “firing the big guns” and making a 
noise. The mere routine of ramming a projectile, pulling 
a string and then hauling out the projectile does not 
appeal to them. “If we wish to keep up their interest,” 
he suggests, “we must prepare blank ammunition for 
the use of the Militia at least which will be safe and 
yet keep up the realism of an actual action.” A smooth 
bore tube inserted into the larger guns to fire metallic 
ease blank ammunition would not cost much and would 
probably answer the purpose. This is particularly 
necessary at non-firing posts like Totten, where no snb- 
caliber or service practice can be held. ’

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The text of the bill giving lineal rank to retired officers 
of the Army with Civil War service, quoted last week 
on page 89, has been amended so as to make the period 
of service required thirty years, instead of forty years 
This is an important change. 
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We have just received the report of the sixteenth an- 
nual meeting of the Lake Mohonk Conference, which 
was enlightened by excellent talks by Capt. J. B. Mur- 
dock, U.S.N., and Brig. Gen. Edgar S. Dudley, U.S.A. 
Captain Murdock indicated one of the chief difficulties 
in establishing arbitration as a secure defense against 
war when he said: “In the present stage of the world 
we of the Navy claim, and I believe with justice, that 
the endeavors of the United States to obtain arbitration 
in any case will be the more successful because we are 
not compelled to rely on that means alone for obtaining 
peace. Naval officers and diplomats possess the privilege 
of viewing the United States from the outside and of 
seeing ourselves to a certain extent as others see us. As 
thus observed, it may be ascertained that our country 
is not generally popular among the nations. Our treat- 
ment of other peoples is too patronizing, frequently 
bordering on condescension or even contempt. Our 
opinion of ourselves and our institutions is too good to 
permit us to cultivate admiration of others. For a 
people of composite race we are wonderfully intolerant 
of all variations from our own standards and careless 
in our criticisms of all outsiders, Our press is uncensored 
and uncontrolled, and anything will be widely published 
that savors of sensationalism. We may rely implicitly 
on the publication of any unpleasant features of our 
international relations, and frequently on the wide circu- 
lation of international incidents which should be treated 
as confidential. In these various ways we are continually 
liable to give offense to other nations having more 
decorous methods of procedure. If our action is resented 
it may be repeated, and even intensified, and it is easy 
to allow a comparatively insignificant incident to assume 
serious proportions. Frequent recurrence of small diffi- 
culties may gradually lead to the growth of a feeling of 
dislike or distrust which augurs ill for our diplomatic 
relations. Arbitration cannot remove mutual national 
distrust, antipathy and hate, and although special dis- 
putes arising therefrom may be settled by arbitration it 
is only surface treatment, the cankering sore remaining 
untouched and unhealed. The prevention of cases arising 
for arbitration by the adoption of international cordiality 
and courtesy is far better than the arbitration of dis- 
putes which might have been avoided. 





In connection with our comment on the anti-Militia 
attitude of certain California and Oregon employers, it 
is instructive to note that Capt. H. H. Scott, C.A.C., 
Fort Morgan, Ala., reported to the War Department 
recently that fifteen employers of men of Company B, 
Coast Artillery Corps, Alabama National Guard, in- 
formed him that hereafter they would not employ mem- 
bers of the National Guard. If employers have the idea 
they are the ones making sacrifices they are mistaken ; 
the men themselves make sacrifices of no small impor- 
tance to themselves. Let employers read the following 
from the report to the War Department of Capt. Alex- 
ander M. Bremer, €.A.C.. N.G.N.Y.: “The recruit, as 
well as the trained Militiaman, has in many cases 
sacrificed his summer vacation intended for well earned 
rest and recreation. in order to accompany his regiment 
to camp, there to take up a life of work, restraint and 
attention to duty. A great many of the enlisted men, 
as also some officers, have never before attended a like 
teur of service, and it is almost impossible to make these 
Guardsmen realize at once the severity of Regular Army 
methods. It is unfortunate that men cannot find a little 
more time to devote to athletics, bathing and field sports 
as a lawful outlet for their pent-up spirits. Men told 
me that they were tired and would rather remain in 
quarters than to be found absent at a sudden call to 
duty.” This is the sort of work the men generally have 
to do when they leave the factory, workshop or office, 
yet, considering only the employers’ side, one would 
imagine the soldiers’ camp service was simply a tour of 
pleasure and relaxation. 





The October number of Scribner's Magazine has a 
brilliant frontispiece in colors representing a sportsman 
in the field on “An October Day.” There is also a 
colored cover and many beautiful illustrations by George 
Wright, F. D. Steele and F. C. Yohn. Brig. Gen. Fred- 
erick Funston, U.S.A., continues his romantic adventures 
in the Cuban insurrection with an account of the siege 
of Cascorra, in which he had his first experience as 
commander of artillery in charge of several Hotchkiss 
guns. The vividness of his pictures of actual fighting 
would make the fortune of any novel of adventure. He 
has the graphic style of Archibald Forbes and the accu- 
rate touches of a man who has been in the battle.  \! 
Yohn’s pictures have been made under the supervision 
of General Funston. The General says: “I was aiming 
the fifteenth shell when a bullet struck one of the trun- 
nions almost at my nose. My nerves had been getting 
pretty shaky from several narrow escapes in sighting 
preceding shells, and I must confess that I threw myself 
on the ground and rolled to cover.” The gun was 
abandoned for a time to take cover in a ravine, owing 
to a heavy fire. Continuing, General Funston says: “It 
was necessary to recover the gun, so In about half an 
hour three of us crawled stealthily out of the ravine and 
wriggled our way to it. Taking the trail-rope. we made 
a quick run, and despite a hot fire reached the ravine 
and tumbled down the bank with little ceremony, pulling 
the gun after us with such haste that it landed upside 
down in the bottom.” 
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The tower for the new range light at Richmond, 
Staten Island, N.Y.. will hold the rear range light for 
what is known as the first or outer leg of the Ambrose 
Channel, through which all transatlantic steamships 
must pass to reach the port of New York. The front 
range light, which will be operated in conjunction with 
Richmond Light. is at West Bank, in the lower bay. 
northeast of Sandy Hook. When the set of range lights 
for the first leg of the Ambrose Channel is placed in 
operation, early next year, many of the buoys now 
marking the steamship course from the ocean into the 
lower bay will be removed. The new range light tower 
occupies such a commanding position on the hill above 
Richmond that it can be used as a guide by day. The 
focal plane of the light. when installed. will be eighty-six 
feet above the base of the structure and two hundred and 
fifty feet above sea level. The total height of the tower 
is one hundred feet. The new tower was designed by 
Mr. Guy B. Skinner, under the direction and supervision 
of Major Charles I. Potter. Corps of Engrs., U.S.A. 
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Major Potter recently was transferred from the 3d Light- 
house District headquarters, on Staten Island, to St. 
Louis, Mo. His department, as well as all other branches 
of the work of the local lighthouse district, is now under 
the direction of Capt. R. M. Doyle, U.S.N., as inspector. 
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In recommending, in his report on the coast defense 
exercises of 1909, the formation of a Militia Coast 
Artillery company in New Orleans, Lieut. Col. Stephen 
M. Foote, C.A.C., commanding the Artillery District, 
Jackson Barracks, La., says that in the opinion of the 
commander of the previsional company the joint exer- 
cises held at Fort St. Phillip “did more to stimulate 
interest in coast defense among the officers and men of 
the Louisiana Militia and the public in general than 
anything since the immortal Farragut passed the fort in 
1863.” There is hardly much prospect of such a company 
being well recruited unless the state does better than it 
did for the provisional company, which had to get along 
with old and leaky tentage, old wire-woven bunks, in- 
stead of folding cots, and a cheap mosquito bar that 
was little protection. The men were not required by the 
state to provide themselves with adequate underwear and 
toilet articles, this deficiency militating against th>ir 
comfort and efficiency. The men were not subjected to 
any physical examination before going to the fort, so 
Colonel Foote, seeing that many of the men were 
palpably unfit, had the camp surgeon examine them, and 
the astonishing unfit percentage of about eighty was 
discovered, or out of fifty-seven men examined forty-four 
would have been rejected on a recruit examination for 
the Regular Army. 





We have often referred to the prosperity enjoyed by 
Germany at the very time she is “crushed beneath the 
staggering load of militarism,” ete., according to the 
anti-militarists. Let us turn for a moment to Germany's 
militant neighbor, sunny France, also “bowed beneath 
her military burden.” For several years France has 
been practically the banker of the world, The total 
revenue of the capital possessed by the French is esti- 
mated at $4,400.000,000 and. is increasing every year 
by more than $400,000,000. The stock of gold, which is 
an element of defense of primary importance in the 
event of war, has in 1910 exceeded the figure of $1,200,- 
000,000—the gold kept at the Bank of France alone 
representing more than 600,000,000, while the silver 
stock amounted to $175,000,000. The French govern- 
ment bonds are nearly at par, and the credit of the 
nation is of the best. In 1869, the year before the war 
with Germany broke out, the deposits of savings amount- 
ed to $142.200,000. in 1890 to $582.400,000, in 1900 to 
3$652,800,000, and in 1908 to $900,000,000, all of which 
is surplus wealth. How can all this happen if the mili- 
tary and naval establishments are “eating the heart out 
of the nation,” “debasing its young manhood” and “ex- 
hausting the resources of the country?”

Recording its protest against the removal of the Naval 
War College to Washington, which is rumored, the New 
York Sun says: “Admiral Luce has had his permanent 
home in Newport for many years. Admiral Mahan has 
long been established near by. Captain Little’s home is 


there also. If these gentlemen had wanted to live in 
Washington there was nothing to prevent their doing so. 
As for the officers who attend the summer school, for 
there are neither studies nor attendants in winter. it 
is not to be supposed that they, having only a few 
months of the year, and those the heated months, to 
spend at a war college, would prefer to spend them in 
Washington rather than in Newport. As for the pretext 
advanced in connection with the rumor we are discussing, 
the high price of living in Newport and the comparative 
economy of existence at Washington, that would extort 
sardonic smiles from . cigar store Indian. We need not 
concern ourselves with that, however. The establishment 
of naval commissary stores at Newport and all other 
naval stations will soon restore the desired equilibrium.” 
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The new reinforced concrete addition to the two-story 
post hospital at Fort William McKinley, P.1., will con- 
tain the administration department of the hospital and 
one ward, This arrangement will supply the much needed 
space for patients in the old part of the hospital, and 
will furnish a suitable ward for officers and their families 
in the new part. Heretofore they have had to go to 
the Division Hospital in Manila for treatment. Tho 
hospital is expected to be completed and ready for occu- 
pation by Christmas time. Near the hospital a set of 
quarters is being constructed for the use of the hospital 
sergeants and their families. These are the first concrete 
quarters to be built in MeKinley, and is nearing com- 
pletion. The new post exchange building will be of 
reinforced concrete, one story high with a basement, and 
it is expected to be finished by the end of November. A 
new concrete wharf with a carrier crane is one of the 
construction specifications. 
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According to figures just given ont by the Census 
Bureau, 47,135 deaths from external causes, other than 
suicide, took place in the United States during the year 
1909. The total number of homicidal deaths was 2,854, 
a decrease of 149 from the figures compiled for 1908. 
Not all deaths from homicide are specified, so that the 
total number that actually occurred would be in excess 
of that compiled. There were 8,402 deaths from suicide 
reported, against 8,352 for 1908. Excluding homicides. 
there were 3,875 deaths from gunshot wounds and 
cutting instruments. In the Army during the year end- 
ing June 30, 1910, there was one death from cutting 
and thirty-two deaths from gunshot wounds, none of 
them received in battle, and such are the horrors of war. 
The homicides were nine and the suicides twenty-five. 
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The Brooklyn branch of the Navy Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association issued on Sept. 24 the first number of 
The Semaphore, a little publication which is to be the 
successor of The Bulletin. the former publication which 
proved popular with bluejackets visiting the port of 
New York. The Semaphore notes that for the benefit 
of the many men in the Navy and the Marine Corps 
who are anxious to prepare themselves for advanced 
ratings, the Navy Association is beginning to lay em- 
phasis upon the development of an educational depart- 
ment. Special secretaries to direct the activities of this 
department are now at work at Norfolk and at Brook- 


lyn, where the representative is Mr. J. C. Simpson, who 
was employed by the Boston Association and is a gradu- 
ate of Brown University. The new physical director 
at Brooklyn is Mr. H. H. Reinhardt, a duate of the 
Y.M.C.A. Training School at Springfield, Mass. He 
was physical director at Lockport, N.Y., one year and 
at Bridgeport, Conn., for two years. For the conveni- 
ence of those who will be at Brooklyn less than a year, 
the Y.M.C.A. issues a short term membership ticket. It 
ae privileges for a term of three months and 
costs 2 
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Naval Constr. Holden A. Evans, U.S.N., describing in 
the Marine Review the use of oil fuel exclusively in a large 
blacksmith shop, says the improvements made in that 
shop in the Mare Island Navy Yard “are really but the 
first steps toward scientific management, and are merely 
the introduction of a systematic and logical method of 
handling the work where none existed before.” Follow- 
ing the description’ one may infer that the system is 
complicated, but Mr. Evans assures us this is not the 
ease and that the methods are simple and direct, giv- 
ing excellent results. He makes one observation that 
should be remembered by those disposed to criticise Navy 
yard systems, namely, that “it is more difficult to make 
radical changes in methods in government shops than 
in commercial shops, and that the progress of scientific 
shop management is slow in commercial shops as well 
as in government establishments.” Highly paid experts, 
Mr. Evans knew, could great improve things, but the 
time not having arrived for such costly revision, he de- 
cided to go ahead with his assistants and make such 
changes as he could without interrupting the work of 
the department. 
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No cats or dogs will be allowed to run loose at Fort 


_ Leavenworth, Kas., any more, according to orders is- 


sued by General Funston, commanding the Army Service 
schools. The order also curtails the liberties of any 
dogs that may conclude to remain at the fort. The or- 
der was prompted by the fact that a dog with rabies 
recently bit an officer and then a cat developed the same 
disease. If cats cannot be caught, the order states 
that shotguns may be used by officers and members of 
the Guard. As to dogs, all pets must be muzzled at all 
times and none will be allowed to run at large between 
retreat and reveille. The order concludes: “Until 
further orders, no person on this reservation will ac- 
quire any further dogs or cats.” 
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Rabbi Mendes, of the West End Synagogue, New 
York, who has been away since June, said he had noted 
a condition of unrest all over Europe. Business had 
been seriously affected by the bad crops, and the vintage 
in the Rhine district had been ruined. He had been 
surprised at the pessimism of a well known German 
banker with whom he had talked in Berlin. This banker 
said there would be no change for the better until there 
had been a serious upheaval, and he intimated that this 
would be a European war. There was in Germany a 
strong and unaccountable feeling of hostility to England. 
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Stung by criticisms of naval men relative to his 
dropping of “bombs” on imaginary ships from pop-gun 
altitudes, Grahame-White, the English aviator, toward 
the close of the Boston meet, took half a dozen eggs up 
to a height of 1,800 feet and dropped them at a target 
on the ground 200 feet square, the size of a small city 
block. Not only did the aviator miss the target entirely, 
but no trace of any of the eggs was found. Hitting 
anything from a_ beyond-gunfire height would be like 
hitting a ten-cent piece from the top of the Washington 
Monument. 
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William Boerum Wetmore, late U.S.A.. and major. 
N.Y.N.G., publishes a letter written by him to the execu- 
tive secretary of the Peace Society in answer to a letter 
received from the secretary, In this letter Major Wet- 
more presents very forcibly his opinions as to what an 
adequate navy should be, and shows the difficulties attach- 
ing to an international fleet, the existence of which would 
mean the destruction of the Monroe Doctrine. He says: 
“T eannot conceive, and I do not think any military or 
naval man the world over believes, an international fleet 
a possibility.” 

In the ease of Sergt. Frank A. Ryan, Coast Art. 
Corps, U.S.A. who, when ordered by an acting first 
sergeant to remove his hat in the mess, was charged with 
telling the acting first sergeant to go to a waim place, 
ete., the sentence of reduction to the ranks was disap- 
proved by Major General Grant. who said: “The orig- 
inal cause of the trouble was the unauthorized attempt 
of the company commander to modify the provisions of 
paragraphs 7 and 9, Army Regulations, 1908. The sen- 
tence is therefore disapproved. Sergeant Ryan will be 
released from arrest and restored to duty.” 
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The 151st anniversary of the death of General Wolfe 
on the Heights of Abraham at Quebee was celebrated 
Sept. 15. A bronze statue of General Wolfe of heroic 
size (7 ft. 9 in.) has been provided for and will be un- 
veiled at his birthplace, Westerham, Kent. Jan. 2, 1911, 
the 184th anniversary of his birth. This is the first 
statue of Wolfe, though he has a monument in West- 
minster Abbey which was decorated with a wreath of 
roses on the anniversary of his death. 
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The Supreme Court of the Philippines has denied the 
mandamus asked against Major Gen. William P. Du- 
vall. U.S.A., to compel him to revoke his orders re- 
garding the non-compliance with contracts entered into 
with the claimants of the land upon which Camp Bumpus 
stands in Leyte, and to enjoin him from interfering 
with Brig. Gen. Daniel H. Brush, U.S.A., in the exe- 
cution of new leases upon the land. 
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Sir Hiram Maxim, after having devoted years to the

tries to tell why soldiers desert, and proves his eal 
ments by giving illustrations made from photographs 
taken at Army posts showing soldiers actually washing 
dishes, hauling coal and cutting grass! A very igno- 
minious task, to be sure! Do civilians not wash their 
dishes, cut their grass or haul their coal? If they have 
quit those very essential practices it has occurred since 
the advent of the writer into the ranks of the Army. 

The article in question leaves the impression on the 
mind of the average citizen that when a aonaser ements 
he is at once assigned a dish-rag or a lawn mower insteac 
of a rifle and a bayonet. All people who are familiar 
with Army life know very well that the performance of 
such duties as those described by our author are excep- 
tions. A soldier’s duty and the duty which he regularly 
performs is drill, guard and all such duties of a military 
character, but necessity forces the dishes to be washed, 
and the enlisted man who would object to wash his dishes 
is a lazy one, and the Army is better off when he runs 
away. The soldier is not lazy; that is, the good soldier. 
The enlisted men do not object to kitchen police, and I 
do not believe that any of them are such fools as to 
expect Uncle Sam to hire civilians to do this work for 
us, and I think it is a reflection upon every enlisted 
man in the Service to-day to intimate that he is so lazy 
g h a fool. 
mae: cut grass when it becomes necessary, but we 
are not habitually engaged in cutting grass for a living. 
Perhaps the soldiers who posed behind a lawn mower 
for the photograph used in illustrating the article in 
question had not previously performed a like tour of 
duty for three months, and it is not likely that another 
tour would arrive for another three months. Such work 
is done by roster, and does not come often. 

The kitchen police are also detailed by roster, kept 
by the first sergeant of the company, who is selected for 
his position by his intelligence and honesty, and he never 
details a man out of his regular turn except occasionally 
for punishment, and that punishment must then be pre- 
scribed by the captain of the company. Two men are 
usually detailed each day for this most arduous (7?) task, 
and privates perform this work on an average of perhaps 
two days per month. It surely is a flimsy cause to 
advance for desertion that men do so because they have 
to wash dishes two whole days per month. In all our 
cities many honorable people make a living by doing. this 
class of labor all the time, and the soldier does not object 
to performing this certainly necessary and honorable 
work. : 

Another picture I noticed accompanying the same 
article was that of two soldiers driving a “mule cart 
loaded with coal. This picture was labeled humorously, 
“The government mule’s part in .the training of the 
soldier.” It can also be noticed that behind the two 
soldiers who are, according to our author, being in- 
structed by a mule, another soldier appears with a rifle. 
It is quite evident that the two soldiers engaged in this 
labor of hauling coal are prisoners undergoing punish- 
ment for some breach of military discipline. It is a long 
established custom of the Service to have the men who 
by their misconduct get in the guardhouse perform this 
kind of labor. If they object to hauling coal so much 
as our writer says they do they ought to be more par- 
ticular not to disobey the Articles of War, then other 
men would be hauling the coal, while they could guard 
them with a rifle. The writer has never, during nine 
years’ service, performed duty of this nature, and he is 
not an exception by any means in the Service. A few 
soldiers stay in the guardhouse, but the large majority 
never enter its gloomy portals. It is quite necessary 
that discipline should be maintained, and the modes 
adopted in our Army are not more strenuous than those 
adonted by the armies of some other nations. : 

No, no, my dear readers, it is not the washing of 
dishes to which we object, it is not the hauling coal, 
neither is it the cutting grass. The thing to which we 
do object, however, is the taunts and sneers we often 
receive from the patriotic (?) citizens of this great 
Republic, the slanderous wav in which a man, dressed 
in the honorable uniform of his native land, is treated by 
the people of whom he is a part and for whose safety 
he is so attired. This does disgust many otherwise good 
men, and causes them to run away and seek an avocation 
where the whole world will not scorn them. It is true, 
too, that when they run the world is as good as its 
actions signify—the people will shield and protect the 
man who has broken his solemn oath to his country, will 
say to him that his offense is only a military one, and 
that he is still a good citizen. I positively know that 
such statements have been made to soldiers who had 
deserted. So long as this practice continues, and so 
long as the man in uniform is not respected and given a 
“fair show” by his civilian brother, so long will he run 
away from a service which is considered to make him 
a worm beneath the feet of his fellow-man. 

It is a matter of record that in many cities of our 
land the soldier does not get an even show with the 
civilian. Even in Washington, the capital of our land, 
where it would naturally be presumed that a soldier 
would be respected, soldiers in uniform have been turned 
away from first class theaters. True, soldiers sometimes 
get drunk and should not be admitted to any decent 


place of amusement when in that condition. Do not 
civilians sometimes get drunk also? Yes, they do. Then 
why do they turn all the soldiers away because some 
soldiers get drunk and not apply the same rule to the 
civilian patrons of the place by turning all civilians away 
because some civilians get drunk? It seems only fair 
from a soldier point of view that this be made the rule. 

Not long since the writer was standing at a crowded 
corner of one of the streets of Atlanta. An intoxicated 
soldier passed. A lady in the crowd remarked, “Oh, look 
at that drunken soldier! ‘Those soldiers are all drunk 
half the time.” Presently a civilian who had evidently 
been too intimate with Bacchus passed, and that same 
lady became very much enraged because the writer re- 
marked, “Oh, look at that drunken civilian! Those 
civilians all are drunk half the time.” 

The enlisted man of the U.S. Army is generally a 
good man, a very good man. He is self-respecting, intel- 
ligent, brave, and usually a man of neat appearance. He 
is just like all Americans, though; he is a proud being. 
His ancestors helped fight at Yorktown, his fathers bled 
at Buena Vista and died at Gettysburg just like the 
ancestors of the civilians. So why should he not be 
proud? He is only human, and his heart is capable of 
wounds. He stands forth as an example of the best that 
is in the American youth, taken, as he is, from the homes 
of that sturdy class of people, from Maine to California 
and from Washington to Florida, who made this country 
what it is. 

It might be once more repeated that it hurts his pride 
when he walks the streets and has some ill-bred man 
whose patriotism is at ebb tide call him a “Fifteen dollar 
a month bum,” “One of Uncle Sam’s paupers,” or some 
other like phrase concocted by his most fertile but not 
patriotic brain. 

The American people should get sensible. They should 
not let their vanity “puff them up,” for some day they 
may be glad to welcome the stalwart “boys in blue” when 
the honor of the dear old flag is in danger, and when the 
peace and quiet of their hearthstones is likely to be 
destroyed. ‘Treat the soldier like a man and he will be 
a man; but treat him like a dog and he will act the cur. 
It is human nature. 

There is nothing the matter with the Army. The 
Army is all right, but there is a lot the matter with 
the public opinion of this country, which will have to be 
changed before Generel Ainsworth will be able to report 
a great decrease in the desertions of our Army.

THE 4TH CAVALRY’S MARCH. 


Fort Meade, S.D., Sept. 24, 1910. 
To THE Epitor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I note in your last issue, under the heading “Famous 
Marches,” descriptions of a number of remarkable per- 
formances by troops, and believe that the practice march 
of the 4th Cavalry, recently concluded, deserves mention 
under that head. 

This regiment, under command of Col. E. Z. Steever, 
marched from Fort Robinson, Neb., to Fort Meade, 
$.D., a distance of 233 official miles, in sixteen days. 
The length of the daily marches was from seven to 
eighteen miles, with two exceptions, when the distances 
traveled reached nineteen and twenty-two miles. 

About four miles of the entire distance was traversed 
at the trot, the other 229 miles at a spirited walk. The 
average rate of march was almost three miles an hour. 
Men and horses bore up wonderfully well, and when at 
one time during the latter part of the march the com- 
mand by trumpet was given to trot, a mighty cheer is- 
sued from hundreds of lusty throats, denoting that the 
morale remained excellent. 

The purpose of practice marches, of course, is simply 
to train and test the preparedness of troops for Service 
conditions, and therefore any unusual exhibition of Cav- 
alry operations tending to increase the efficiency of this 
important branch of the Service ought to receive proper 
mention. 

It is rumored that Colonel Steever will soon retire 
on account of defective eyesight, but it is hoped that 
there is no foundation to this report, since his retire- 
ment would cause universal regret throughout the Serv- 
ice, and especially in the regiment.

THE CHIEF OF STAFF DESCRIBED. 


Under the heading of “Men We Are Watching” in 
The Independent for Sept. 22, a Washington journalist 
says: 

“All is not so quiet along the Potomac as it was. 
There’s something doing in the War Department, and 
good reason—Majer General Wood has stepped in as 
Chief of Staff. Everyone knows General Wood. He is 
the kind of a man who becomes known in spite of him- 
self—few there are who are less eager for notoriety— 
because he is a man who does things. We have been so 
well tonicked up to an insatiable appetite for having 
things doing that we have little taste for desuetude, and 
a man like Wood quickly captivates. * ¥ 

“In the gloom of the War Department corridors some 
little time ago TI accidentally ran across a comprehensive 
sketch of Wood, giving a better idea of the man than 
chapters of biography. A bony, Western fellow, with 
a saddle gait, evidently an invalid, said to a doorkeeper: 
“Who was that big bull-Lison who dashed past me and 
bolted thru that door as if it hadn’t any business bein’ 
in his way?’ 

“Solemnly the doorkeeper replied, ‘It was General 
Wood. 

“ “He covered the ground mighty decided,’ remarked 
the saddleman. ‘Wonder if he’s any relative to the Dr. 
Wood—-Dr. Len Wood—who used to be with the 4th 
Cavalry in Arizona, and went with the Rough Riders to 
Cuby, and afterward President McKinley made him 
Governor?’ 

“‘That was the General Wood himself? said the 
doorkeeper. 

“*You’re guyin’ me,’ said the saddleman. ‘Maybe you 
think I don’t know Len Wood. Waal, I do then. I 
served in the 4th Cavalry, through the Geronimo cam- 
paign, when Wood got his breakin’ in—a lean, stoopy, 
yellow-white-haired contract doctor; but he made a go 
of it, by gosh! He wasn’t much to look at, but we soon 
eaught on that what little stuffin’ there was in him was 
all right, and before he was with us long there wasn’t a 
man could hest him. Doc was always right on hand 
whenever there was a man to be pulled through. We 
come to think a powerful lot of Ien Wood, back there 
in ’86. You never could get talk enough out of him to 
call it answerin’ back, but whenever it was doin’ instead 
of talkin’, he was front, rear and both flanks. He had

if you wasn’t satisfied to have it see clean through.’ 

“The soldier paused and settled back against the wall, 
for the door flew open and General Wood emerged. Some- 
thing almost herculean about him ; tall, massive, powerful 
shoulders, deep chest, firm and quick in every motion. 
His grayish hair bristles over a face that is marked with 
lines of strength above a square jaw. His mustache 
fails to hide the precision of his lips, just as his heavy 
brows only emphasize eyes that are difficult to forget. 
Passing the old soldier General Wood stopped, extended 
his hand and said, quietly, ‘Hello, Bill; what brings you 
here?” It was characteristic of the man. He is cordial, 
democratic, and as charming as a man as he is energetic 
as a soldier.”

SECOND PLACE FOR MARINE CORPS TEAM. 


By sustaining the protest of Lieut. William H. Clop- 
ton, jr., captain of the Cavalry rifle team, against the 
decision of Col. R. K. Evans, 20th U.S. Inf., executive 
officer of the National Matches, the second place in the 
National Team Match at Camp Perry was awarded to 
the Marine Corps team by the National Board for the 
Promotion of Rifle Practice. This action was taken at 
a special meeting of the board held Monday, Sept. 26, 
at Washington. According to this decision the Infantry 
team was awarded the first prize, Marine Corps team 
the second and the Cavalry team, which filed the protest, 
was reduced from second to third place. The meeting 
of the board was a very harmonious affair. Its decision 
cannot be regarded as a reflection either on the com- 
petency or integrity of the executive officer. Colonel 
Evans takes occasion during the discussion of the inci- 
dent to commend the Marine Corps officers and the 
marines in the highest terms. He said: “They deservedly 
enjoyed the reputation of being good soldiers and straight. 
clean sports: above the suspicion of unfairness or 
crookedness of any kind on and off the range.” In the 
course of a lengthy review of the affair Colonel Evans 
says: 

“IT have the honor to state that the circumstances 
under which the score of the U.S. Marine team for skir- 
mish fire in the National Team Match of 1910 was 
thrown out by the executive officer are as follows: 

“The rules for the conduct of the match, as published 
in G.O. 26, W.D., 1910, forbid all coaching in the team 
match, except that in Par. 65 team captains are allowed 
to coach in the skirmish run, ‘A team captain may coach 
his men on the run.’ The most critical moment of the 
match is when a team fires its first shots at 600 yards 
in the skirmish run. Any information as to the correct- 
ness of windage and elevations at this moment is of the 
utmost importance. 

“Any information given the competitors from behind 
the firing line on these points constitutes the most serious 
infraction of the rules of the match, and one which 
would give a team the greatest undue advantage, which 
is possible to obtain through the violation of a rule. 
The National Match is a game of rules, which it is 
necessary to enforce rigorously and impartially in order 
to maintain the high standard of fair play and clean 
sportsmanship that this national event must unquestion- 
ably represent. 

“The executive officer is not the person to inaugurate 
excuses for flagrant violations of the rules, and questions 
of intent or motives should be weighed by him with 
great care. If one team is allowed to violate a rule a 
precedent for laxness is established, and, to be even- 
handed, every team is then entitled to violate a rule in 
the course of the match. 

“When the lines were formed on this occasion an 
officer supervising the formation repeatedly announced 
through a megaphone that after the teams took their 
places on the firing line no communication with the rear 
would be allowed. When the marine team was formed 
Lieut. Randolph Coyle, U.S.M.C., and team spotter, stood 
in rear of their line, looking at the targets through a 
telescope. As the first shots were fired at 600 yards he 
cried out in a loud voice, ‘Good wind, good wind,’ thus 
furnishing the team the most valuable piece of coaching 
— for this match, and in direct violation of the 
rules, 

“As Lieutenant Coyle was a team official, spotter, the 
executive officer threw out the score. In this connection 
it may be of interest to remark that the day hefore the 
executive officer scored five misses against the Navy team 
= what he considered an infraction of a rule at rapid 

re. 

“So much for the official side of this incident. 

“Personally the executive officer does not believe that 
Lieutenant Coyle committed this infraction of the rules 
deliberately or with any intention of giving his team an 
unfair advantage. The executive officer accepts fully 
Lieutenant Coyle’s statement to him that he cried out 
‘Good wind’ inadvertently and solely through a burst of 
exuberant delight in seeing that his team had the correct 
wind and elevation; also the executive officer wishes to 
state that he does not believe that the marine team was 
in any way a party to this infraction of the rules, and 
he doubts if. the information conveyed by Lieutenant 
Coyle affected the splendid score which they made in 
that run. 

“Had the skirmish score not been thrown out the 
marine team would have stood second in the National 
Team Match. The throwing out of the marines’ score 
on the occasion was the hardest and most unpleasant 
duty which has fallen to the lot of the executive officer 
in the course of the four. matches in which he has held 
that position. It was certainly a most regrettable inci- 
dent by no one more than by the executive officer him- 
self, who feels that as a matter of duty and business he 
could not have acted otherwise. 

“The marines, as a corps, made a splendid record in 
this match. No executive officer could have more zealous, 
able and efficient assistants as range officers than Capts. 
Charles H. Lyman and Harry C. Lay and Lieut. Ralph 
S. Keyser, U.S.M.C., showed themselves to be in every 
position jn which they were placed. The one hundred 
marines, under Lieutenant Matthews. who were on duty 
with the match, and who performed the difficult and 
responsible duty of scoring to the perfect satisfaction of 
all concerned, were as fine a body of men as can be 
found in any service. Throughout the three weeks dur- 
ing which the matches continued. a long and monotonous 
stretch of steady work, no dereliction of duty or breach 
of discipline on the part of any member of this detach- 
ment came to the notice of the executive officer. 

“The marine team was a most excellent body of men 
in every way. Their devortment was above criticism. 
They worked hard and shot splendidly through ali the 
matches. Thev deservedly enjoyed the reputation of 
being good soldiers and straight, clean sports; above the 
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suspicion of unfairness or crookedness of any kind on 
or off the range. ‘That they should have lost the second 
place in the team match, to which their scores entitled 
them, through an error and indiscretion of a non-shooting 
member of the team, was a matter of sympathy and 
regret on the part of every competitor in the match. é 

“The executive Officer cannot close this statement with- 
out a word of sympathy for Lieutenant Coyle, as he is 
fully satisfied that his indiscretion on the range was 
unpremeditated and unintentional. Still, the executive 
officer feels that, in duty to the match, he must hold 
gentlemen with commissions responsible for the con- 
spicuous and flagrant violations of rules. It_is hoped 
that no proceeding will be instituted against Lieutenant 
Coyle, as it is believed that he has already suffered more 
self-imposed punishment from remorse and regret than 
his indiscretion in justice and equity deserves. 

“The generous and chivalrous conduct of the Cavalry 
team in forwarding this protest in favor of the marines. 
by whose misfortune they profited by being advanced 
from third to second place, is worthy of the highest 
commendation and admiration. Protests against teams 
are common, but it is believed that this is the first time 
in the history of the National Match that a leading team 
has submitted a protest in favor of a prominent com- 

or. 
Penal things considered, it is believed that the shower 
of sympathy. good-will, friendship and comradeship 
which this incident has produced in favor of the marine 
team is worth much more to them than the second place 
in the National Match, which all agree was lost through 
no fault of the shooting members of the team. i 

“Finally, should the National Board for the Promotion 
of Rifle Practice see fit to reverse the ruling of the 
executive officer in this matter he will bow to their 
superior wisdom and judgment, without any feeling that 
he has been discredited by not being sustained on this 

nt. 

wine National Board stands in the relation of the re- 
viewing authority on this matter. It is believed that it 
might be perfectly proper for this board to exercise 
clemency in eases where it would not be jastifiable for 
the executive officer, in the highest interests of the 
National Matches, to condone infractions of rules.”

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ARMY OF THE POTOMAC SOCIETY. 


The Society of the Army of the Potomac held its 
thirty-ninth annual reunion at Antietam, Md., on the 
ground where McClellan fought one of the most crucial 
battles of the great war and on its forty-eighth anni- 
versary. The public exercises were held in the Na- 
tional Cemetery, where a large brick rostrum and the 
shady trees made an ideal auditorium. Several hundred 
auditors listened with attention to the program, which 
oceunied two and a half hours. It opened with hand 
music, which was followed by nrayer by Chaplain W. S. 
Hubbell, a brilliant poem by Thomas Walsh, of Rrook- 
lyn, whose ode at the dedication of the Martyrs’ Monu- 
ment will be long remembered. Then followed an -ad- 
dress by Rev. Newell Dwight Hillis, the pastor of 
Plymouth Church, Brooklyn, N.Y., an address not sur- 








passed, said an old attendant, by any in the long list of 
patriotic orations. ‘Then came Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, 
U.S.A., with a splendid eulogy of General McClellan, 
Gen. John C. Black with a cogent and beautiful ad- 
dress on the mystery of certain errors in great battles, 
and Gen. Horatio C. King with remarks and the read- 
ing of a genuinely poetical tribute to the Army of the 
Potomac written by Mrs. S. R. Allen, a venerable Union 
woman, an octogenarian, now resident in Little Rock, 
Ark. Between the addresses there was brilliant singing 
by Mrs. Annie L. Stilson, of Detroit, the daughter of 
a veteran who was killed at Cedar Mountain. 

General Black paid this tribute to the orator of the 
day: “It would be very difficult for any man to follow 
after this splendid oration of the day from the lips of 
the great orator who comes from my own State of II- 
linois, by way of New York—a good origin and a good 
ripening process—and who in his address and by its 
fervor reminded me very much of a great stream which, 
swollen by tbe spring rain, rises and rushes on, carrying 
with it and on its bosom tributes from all the country 
through which it has passed and delivers them at last 
in richness and in broadening acres at its point of rest; 
and this speech that has been delivered to you this after- 
noon is like that mountain torrent. It has brought be- 
fore you fruit ripened from history, taken from our 
own time—love of country, high patriotism, forceful 
poetry—and given you such a treat as very few audi- 
ences have ever been privileged to enjoy. I am not un- 
wise enough, while you are under the spell of such a 
speech, to undertake to continue at length the argument 
of the day.” 

It is probable that the next reunion will be held in 
Richmond, Va. 
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FOREIGN ITEMS OF I. 
GREAT BRITAIN. 

The Queen’s Own Regiment, of Toronto, Canada, 
met with an enthusiastic reception on its visit to 
England. The Secretary of State for War, Haldane, 
told the regiment that its visit was a great step toward 
the unification of the imperial army and will do much 
to strengthen the bonds that unite the mother country 
and her children across the Atlantic. Colonel Pellatt, 
commanding the regiment, has earned everyone’s grati- 
tude by his splendid liberality whereby this visit was 
made possible, Mr. Haldane said. 

Practice has been going on in England with a new 4.5 
howitzer, to replace the 5.7. The new guns, which are 
highly praised, can be fired at any angle up to forty-five 
degrees, and on an average each gun can discharge ten 
rounds a minute. 

An officer of the British territorial army has designed 
and published a system of shorthand signaling based on 
the phonetic principle. 

Objection is made to the memorial erected in Pall Mall, 
London. to the memory of comrades fallen in South 
Africa because their names have been inscribed upon the 
pavement, where they will not only be subjected to the 
desecration of being trod upon, but will be speedily 
obliterated. 

The results are not yet known of the battle practice 
of the British Atlantic fleet and the First Division of 
the Home Fleet recently completed, but, as the Army 
and Navv Gazette informs, there is evident a marked 
feeling of disappointment that the percentage of hits in 
the ships which have completed firing is not greater, and 
in some quarters the wisdom of the authorities in mak- 
ing the practice more exacting and severe is called in 
question. 

The twenty British torpedoboat destroyers author 
ized last year are making very good progress, and are 
being put off the stocks now at a rapid rate. Ten of 
them should now be afloat. All of the German destroy- 
ers of the 1908 program are out of the builders’ hands 
and in commission or ready for service, and practically 
all those of 1909 are completed or on the point of com- 
pletion, 

The Journal of the Royal Artillery for August con- 
tains an interesting article, on the whole very fairly 
written, on the British National Service League scheme 
for providing a compulsory service army for home 
defense. The author calculates the addition to the es- 
timates at under $20,000,000 a year, and expects to ob- 
tain. for this sum. a territorial army of 500,000 men. 
better trained and organized than the present Second 
Line. 

It is reported experiments have satisfied the British 
military authorities that the automatic rifle is the 
weapon of the future, and there is every reason for be- 
lieving that it will be possible to equip the army with 
it at a much earlier date than was at first anticipated. 

The United Service Gazette tells us that Major Gen. 
Colin John Mackenzie, C.B., P.S.C.. commanding the 
Gth Infantry Brigade at Aldershot. who has been select- 
ed to fill the post of Chief of the General Staff and 
First Military Adviser for the Canadian forces, has had 
nearly twenty vears’ staff employment and has also seen 
considerable fighting, so that under his direction the Ca- 
nadian land forees shonld quickly become an important 
section of the Empire’s defenders, and be capable of 
taking their places on active service at short notice 
should they ever be reauired. General Mackenzie was 
born Nov. 6, 1861. The Gazette says: “Apart from the 
traditional jealousy between regimental and staff officers 
there is a strong public disposition to regard a staff as 
an excrescence, as an expensive inutilitv; for public 
opinion in Canada is utterly uninformed on military 
subjects, is possessed of the heresy that ‘It’s the man 
hehind the gun that does the work,’ is interested only 
in the men it sees drilling in red coats, and cannot see 
that twenty or thirty men sitting at desks in Ottowa pos- 
sibly can be of anv good. Yet it would not be too much 
to say that the right of the staff to loyal support and 
adequate maintenance is the grand problem of Canadian 
military efficiency.” 





REST. 


GERMANY. 

General von Gersdorff, in the Jahrbiicher, points out 
that the German cavalry suffer from a disadvantage in 
that their war organization has no relation to their peace 
formations. There are no strategical cavalry. no cavalry 
divisions. These are to be organized on the outbreak 
of war. and improvised formations are not satisfactory. 
General von Gersdorff helieves that cyclist infantry 
should form a useful auxiliary to cavalry. The German 
rearmament has not been without effect in France, where 
great progress has been made, and the French artillery 
strength, within the army corps, is superior to the 
German. 

The Brazilian Minister to Berlin, the Tageblatt re- 
ports, savs that the sending of German military officers 
to Brazil has already been decided upon. Brazil was 
forced to employ Germans, since for many years Bra- 


zilian officers had been permitted to enter the German 
army. This permission was conditional on the country 
from which foreign officers entered the German army 
obtaining its military instructors from Germany. 

Among other novelties in the German maneuvers will 
be the trial of the new gray or gray-green uniform on a 
considerable scale, certain troops in each large unit wear- 
ing the new clothing. In Italy the gray uniform is now 
well established. It has been supplied to the Alpini and 
the mountain artillery, and will be used in garrisons and 
during maneuvers. There is a strong feeling against its 
adoption as a regular peace uniform. 

The Berlin correspondent of the London News says: 
“Everybody who has been following the maneuvers of 
the German troops is agreed that the new gray field 
uniform possesses the advantage of invisibility to a re- 
markable degree. At a distance or in the dusk its wear- 
ers vanish even under conditions when dark objects are 
still visible. For instance, gray clad Cavalry in the 
twilight were momentarily mistaken for riderless horses.” 

The London Times correspondent with the German, 
troops in East Prussia has given an account of the bil- 
leting of 500 officers and 15,000 men for the mobiliza- 
tion of the 17th Corps at Danzig, showing the efficiency 
of ,the military machine, and the complete manner in 
which it forms part of the national life. The people 
welcomed the young soldiers with pleasure; many vet- 
erans because they could again show their decorations 
and scars to the newly joined men of their old corps, 
fathers of families because they remembered the time 
when they also shouldered the musket, mothers because 
they knew that their own sons would be treated as well 
in other houses and homes, and maidens for reasons 
which are as old as soldiering itself. 

There has latterly been a strong movement in Ger- 
many in favor of the attachment to the army of numer- 
ous batteries of heavy artillery. Some experienced ar- 
tillery officers, however, think that it may be easy to go 
too far in this direction, and both General Rohne and 
General Richter have recently been uttering warnings 
on the subject. ‘The latter, in a supplement to the 
Militiir-Wochenblatt, said that the Russo-Japanese War 
did not give any decisive evidence in favor of the ex- 
tensive use of high-angle fire in field warfare. 

Captain Grobl, a German diving instructor, has con- 
structed a rifle which can be fired under water, and is 
designed for the better arming of the diver. It fires not 
bullets, but water, which is propelled with such force 
that it has an extraordinary power of penetration. 

FRANCE. 


Of the 120 rounds of ammunition heretofore carried 
by each man in the French army one-third will hereafter 
be transported by the battalion ammunition wagons. The 
British soldier carries 100 rounds of ball ammunition, 
though in time of war it is not unusual for each soldier 
to carry 150 rounds. The load carried by the British 
soldier at present stands at 50 Ibs., 7140zs., to which 
may be added, in the paucity of transport, his blanket 
and waterproof sheet. 

Trained Red Cross dogs at trials held in France this 
summer are reported to have performed wonderful feats. 
The Red Cross dogs recognize no authority except that 
of a uniformed doctor with a red cross on his arm. 
They will not obey a command that is given even by an 
officer in uniform if the red cross is not on his sleeve. 
The dogs are trained in two different ways. One set is 
taught never to bark when a wounded soldier is dis- 
covered, for fear of drawing the attention of an enemy. 
The dog will take the soldier’s cap in his mouth and 
rush back to camp, giving up his capture as a sign that 
a soldier in distress has been found. Another set, how- 
ever, gives the alarm by short but regular howls, sounds 
which guide the medical corps to the spot where the 
wounded lie. In maneuvers, the “wounded” soldier 
hides in tall grass or in a ravine. One of the dogs is 
brought out for the test of finding him. After a mo- 
mentary hesitation he is off, and after a short wait the 
astute little animal is seen bearing the red cap in his 
mouth. He singles out the doctor and places the cap 
at his feet. The doctor attaches a leash to him and the 
dog leads him to the hidden man 

Of the horses registered as artillery horses of France 
417 were tested. They were of all ages, some being over 
seventeen years old. The average height was 16 hands. 
The result of the test was decidedly unsatisfactory, as 
at the completion of the trials 43 per cent. of the horses 
had to be classed as “of inferior quality, not up to ar- 
tillery standard.” . 


Ferrol, Spain, has been turned over to the great Eng- 
lish shipbuilding firms, the Armstrongs, the Whitworths, 
Vickers and Maxim and others, who have put in modern 
plants, have built a drydock that will hold a 20,000-ton 
battleship, are rushing through two new vessels, the 
Espafia and the Alfonso XIII.. and are preparing for 
more. They have sent British mechanics, who have 
trained the Spanish workingmen and have turned Ferrol 
into a busy, hustling town. It lies in the northwest corner 
of Spain, in Galicia, across the bay from Lo Corufia. 
where they buried Sir John Moore darkly at dead of 
night, and in the old days of sail and line of battle ships 
was one of the best known ports in Europe. It has a 
svlendid harbor, with a narrow entrance between steep 
cliffs, which cannot be detected till a ship is close to it. 
It was the naval! stronghold of Spain. 

October 15 the Prussian War Academy will celebrate 
its centenary, and the occasion will be one marked by 
military solemnities. 

The Berlin Morgenblatt reports that the Austrian 
government has decided to give instructions in rifle shoot- 
ing in all the secondary schools. The experiment will 
be started by the Sth Army Corps. which has its head- 
quarters in Prague. The sum of 50, kronen has been 
appropriated for the experiment. Rifles and 100,000 
cartridges will he provided free, while a further supply 
of 50,000 cartridges will be supplied at cost price. 

It appears from French sources of information that 
the Bulgarian government has dismissed the French in- 
structor. and at the present time the only vessels which 
have full complements are the erniser Nadiezda, the six 
seagoing torpedoboats and the vacht Klum. For the rest 
of the fleet there are only half complements. Some re- 
construction of vessels is intended, and two despatch 
vessels have been bought, to be used as yachts. 

Encouraged bv the fact that 400,000,000 gallons of 
oil pass yearly through 550 miles of pipe between Bakn. 
on the Caspian Sea, and Batoum, on the Black Sea, it 
is proposed to lay a pipe line under the Atlantic. 

In the Dante Alighieri, about to be launched at Castel- 
lammare. and her sister ship. the Leonardo de Vinci. 
Italy will have two vessels fitted with three-gun turrets 
in addition to their two-gun turrets. It will be some 
oo ene Russia will have her three-gun turret vessels 
afloat.

“The conduct of the enlisted men of the regiment dur- 
ing their entire stay at the camp in Tacoma deserves 
particular commendation. As was expected, these men 
behaved as good soldiers should, thereby entitling them 
to praise from all sides. The following editorial from 
the Tacoma Ledger, dated Aug. 2, 1910, expresses in 
words which are most gratifying the opinion held bv ' 
citizens of that city of the conduct of the enlisted men 
of the Army who participated in the tournament: 

ADMIRABLE DEPORTMENT. 

The deportment of the soldiers engaged last week in Army 
tournament contests in Tacoma was admirable. Words of warm- 
est praise were expressed by citizens and visitors time and time 
again. If anv ill-advised person thought the presence of more 
than 2,000 soldiers encamped within the city limits, a few min- 
utes’ walk from the business district, would be marked by bad 
behavior, he is now fully cognizant of his error. The only 
rowdvism of tournament work was committed by a civilian, who 
assaulted a soldier. In the form of a protest against the rowdy- 
ism in which a civilian was engaged, the soldier made a plea 
for good order and was struck on the head. Tacoma’s good 
opinion of the soldiers is shown in the indignation the people 
expressed when they learned of the unjustifiable assault. 

Whether in the arena contending for prizes, in the stadium 
seats observing their fellows, or in the streets mingling with 
civilians, the soldiers maintained a bearing that stirred our 
pride as citizens. Neat as a pin, well mannered and well 
formed, they went about with becoming modestv. It is no won- 
der that Tacoma lads are out drilling and that their parents 
fondlv encourage them, for the example set by the soldiers dur- 
ing the tournament week is one that any boy may feel proud to 
emulate. 

Of course, it was not expected that the presence of soldiers 
would be accompanied by lawlessness. The Army is not made 
up of that kind of men. But among 2,000 men assembled anv- 
where it would not be unusual to have instances of regrettable 
conduct. The record of last week is one of which officers, sol- 
diers and civilians may all speak with pride. And vet it is the 
rule and not the exception for the U.S. Army. The Army is 
made up of a fine body of men, picked from the best blood of 
America. It is very near the people and not something anart. 
Those young men are our sons and brothers and cousins. Thev 
go from our homes to serve the country, and when their term 
of service is over they return again home and take up the work 
of civilians with a public spirit strongly developed by the im- 
portance always given in Army service to the public welfare. 

We are proud of the soldiers that dwelt among us for a week. 
Their characters were put to the test time and again, and it is 
a pleasure to record the common opinion that their deportment 
exerted a wholesome influence through the example set of disci- 
pline, respect for constituted authority, and power of organized 
effort. 

“The Colonel wishes to congratulate the officers and 
enlisted men of the regiment who were engaged in the 
training for and in the actval execution of the various 
events of the tournament. The results speak for them- 
selves, emulating, as they do, our motto—Semper 
Primus.’ oan 

“Tt seems fitting at this time to commend the conduct 
and excellent werk of the regiment on the march to and 
while in camp at camp of instruction, American Lake, 
Wash.. during the months of July and August. The 
behavior and conduct of the command was exemplary, 
and deserves the highest praise.

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In an address to an assembly of. veterans of the Civil 
War, Dr. Andrew D. White, formerly Ambassador to 
Germany, said: “I am of the opinion that we would have 
heen a free country regardless of the Revolutionary War. 
King George's successor was William IV.. and he could 
not have retained this country. There are some who 
have said that the Revolution came too soon. They said 
that we should have had more of the blood of the Anglo- 
Saxon race. That may have been true, but regardless 
of that we would have been a free republic to-day. The 
Civil War settled a question greater than that of the 
Revolutionary War. It eliminated the tyranny of slavery 
and made possible the principles of good government. T 
hold that as a student of historv I may rightfully say 
that the Civil War in the United States, with Abraham 
Lincoln as commander-in-chief of the armies of the 
United States, was the most significant war in which 
mankind has ever heen engaged. T think that the battle 
of Gettysburg was the most significant battle that has 
ever been fought. It settled the question of whether or 
not the Government would be of the people, by the people 
and for the people.” 








Molly Elliot Seawell, the well known authoress, in an 
article in the Atlantic Monthly, says: “It has often been 
pointed out that women could not, with justice, ask to 
legislate upon matters of war and peace, as no woman 
can do military duty. * ‘Great questions would 
arise concerning national defense and internal protec- 
tion. The votes of women, not one of whom would’ be 
called upon to share the hardships of a wilitary life, 
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might decree that a hundred thousand soldiers would be 
sufficient in a case where the men from whom these 
soldiers would be recruited would say that two hundred 
thousand were needed. . By providing only half that 
number those men might be sent to their destruction. 
Would they go? And if they refused who is to make: 
them go? Where would be the justice in allowing women 
a voice and an utterly irresponsible ballot on this sub- 
ject?” 
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Under the command of Major L. M. Brett, Troops BE, 
F. G and H, the 2d Squadron of the Ist U.S. Cavalry, 
numbering 220 men, left Fort Walla Walla, Wash., Sept. 
24, for their new quarters in Yellowstone Park, where 
Major Brett is to be the new superintendent of the park. 
The squadron was escorted out by the 1st Cavalry band, 
which proceeded the troops to the gate playing inspiring 
airs. When the gate was reached the band left the 
column playing “The Girl I Left Behind Me,” and 
returned to the post while the squadron marched on to- 
the depot. The machine-gun platoon, commanded by 
Lieut, A. M. Graham, accompanied the squadron. Wight 
officers and their families were on the train. At the fort 
there remained only a few officers and “non-coms.” and 
the Cavalry band. The fort was formally abandoned on 
Sept. 27 with impressive ceremonies under Lieut. Col. 
W. A. Shunk. At the lowering of the flag the Cavalry 
band played “The Star-Spangled Banner.” On the eve- 
ning of Sept. 27 Lieutenant Colonel Shunk, with head- 
quarters and band, left for Boisé, where the Colonel takes 
command of the barracks. Lieutenant Colonel Shunk 
received the following letter from Mr. B. Norman, dated 
Tacoma, Wash., Aug. 26, 1910, which explains itself: 
“Dear Sir: For your information I enclose copy of 
report of the judges in the military band contest held at 
this hotel. In accordance with the award, I herewith 
enclose check for $100, being the amount of the second 
prize offered. At the same time I desire to thank you 
and the officers of the 1st Cavalry for the many courtesies 
extended to me.” 
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“A war vessel,” says Collier’s Weekly, “is a great 
machine shop, with boilers, engines, wireless system, 
telephones and electric devices of all kinds. Why could 
we not follow what is done in some factories, as at 
Cincinnati, for instance? Why could we not make a 
contract enlistment in the Navy which would guarantee 
to a young man entering the Navy a couple of hours of 
education a day under competent instructors? There are 
some seven hundred men on a war vessel with three or 
four instructors on board, and with the addition of first 
class correspondence work it would be possible for a 
young man to go into the Navy for two or three years 
and come out with an education and the beginning either 
of a profession or of some kind of an industrial educa- 
tion. We could advertise, ‘Go to the Navy and get an 
education ; go to the Army and get an education.’ These 
young men would go back into the ranks of the working 
people of our country and form a great reserve for our 
Army and Navy. This plan would cost merely the pay 
of the instructors, and limitless is what it might accom- 
plish for efficiency in Army and Navy. The desertions 
frem the Army to-day are not surprising. What in- 
spiration is there? There have been organized at some 
of cur universities fine correspondence schools. Wisconsin 
has over three hundred and eighty courses. This whole 
machinery could be used on the battleships, and the men 
who take the lessons would pay for the work. Instrue- 
tion, help and a little inspiration would do the rest.” 
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Gen. James H. Wilson, U.S.A., retired, discusses the 
coal resources of Alaska in The Independent. His 
familiarity with his subject comes from the visit he 
recently made to Alaska at the request of Mr. Jacob H. 
Schiff, the New York capitalist, to report on its re- 
sources. General Wilson says that Alaska will never 
become a farming country and that there is nothing 
worth going after in Alaska, except the Panhandle, out- 
side of gold, copper and coal. The most valuable of these 
is coal, the deposits of which cover 12.667 square miles, 
with a practicable mining area of 1,202 square miles. 
The minimum tonnage of the twelve thousand miles he 
places at 150,000,000,000. Half of Alaska’s coal is of 
the lignite grade. General Wilson regrets that an ar- 
rangement cannot be made by which the much-talked-of 
Cunningham claims can be adjusted, so that that coal 
field can be opened without delay. In the demand for 
that coal under competition strongly favoring Alaska 
coal the essayist places 150,000 tons for the U.S. Navy. 
General Wilson’s conclusion is that “the policy of con- 
servation, with reference to Alaska at least, it a most 
unfortunate one, not only for those interested in 
developing that country, but for the people of the United 
States at large.” 
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The Navy Department has received the report of the 
poard of investigation on the sinking of the drydock 
Dewey in Subig Bay, at Olongapo, P.I., several months 
ago. The report indicates that the accident was due to 
negligence. An investigation will probably be ordered, 
in order to determine upon whom to place the responsi- 
bility of the sinking of the dock. The cost of raising 
the Dewey was close to $50,000, and it is proposed by 
the Navy Department to go to the bottom of the affair. 
There is evidence, according to the report, that those in 
authority allowed the floating drydock to get out of order 
and that she was in no condition for service when she 
sank. 
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American military surgeons disposed to base con- 
clusions as to wounds in war upon’experiments made 
upon animals and dead men should read the opinions of 
Col. W. F. Stevenson, professor of military surgery. 
Royal Army Medical Coliege, London, who calls such 
experiments useless, as the injuries then inflicted are 
so different as to make the information thus obtained 
only of a negative value. He points out that the pro- 
portion of killed to wounded in modern battles has in- 
creased; for instance, from the Battle of Blenheim in 
1704 to the Franco-German war in 1870-71 the ratio 
of wounded to killed was 4 to 1, in the Boer war the 
ratio was 3.9 to 1, and it was 3.6 among the Japanese 
in the last war. The effect of antisentics in reducing 
the mortality among the wounded is shown by a refer- 
ence to the Civil War in America, when the ratio of 
deaths was 14.3, whereas in the Boer war it was 88 per 


cent. and among the Japanese 6.5 per cent. Comparing 
the effects of the small-bore rifle bullet of to-day with 
tthose of the old smooth-bore round bullet, Colonel Ste- 
venson finds ‘the greater fatality from penetrating 
wounds of the abdomen and lesser from wounds of the 
‘soft parts and from penetrating wounds of the chest. 
‘The real cause of ‘explosive injuries he ascribes to the 
lhigh rate of velocity of the projectile and to the energy 
of the peltet being communicated to the parts adjacent 
ito its track. 
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The Scientific American of Sept. 24 has an illustra- 
tion showing how, by interposing a Curtis turbine be- 
tween the reciprocating engine and its condenser, the 
maximum capacity of each unit of the New York subway 
power plant has been raised from 11,250 horsepower 
to 22,500 horsepower, and the steam consumption re- 
‘duced from 15.7 to 10 pounds per horsepower. The 
maximum output of the reciprocating engine is now 
‘8,000 kilowatts, 4 similar output being shown by its 
low-pressure turbine. The turbine proper, in which this 
8,000 kilowatts of energy are developed, is contained 
within a space five feet in height and less than fifteen 
ffeet in diameter. 
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In a letter to the Cambridge (Mass.) Tribune, Alfred 
‘Weston recounts the services of our soldiers during the 
‘Civil War, and concludes: “The men who are now 
uniformly excluded from many places of amusement and 
other public resorts, on account of wearing the prescribed 
national uniform of the respective branches of the mili- 
tary service in which they happen to enlist, are the men 
who would be called upon to stand as a shield before the 
heart of the nation if it were threatened with danger 
again. Therefore, it ill becomes the managers of public 
resorts to discriminate against ‘Uncle Sam’s’ warriors 
of either branch of the military service, solely on account 
of their uniforms.” 


First Lieuts. Gordon Johnston, 7th Cay., and Isaac 
S. Martin, 1t4h Cav., have been ordered to report at 
Fort Myer in order to prepare for the riding contest at 
Madison Square Garden, New York. First Lieut. Ed- 
‘ward H. De Armond, 6th Field Art., and 2d Lieut. Adna 
R. Chaffee, jr., 15th Cav., will probably be added to the 
team which will represent the Army at the Madison 
Square Garden events. 








Advices received at the War Department state that 
the projectile which lodged in the gun that exploded at 
Fort Monroe was removed on Sept. 26. A new breech 
block has been put on the gun, and it is now in commis- 
sion. No part of the gun was injured by the explosion 
except’ the breech block. The projectile was shot out 
of the gun by the use of a charge of ninety pounds of 
powder. 





In weather so foggy that only occasional glimpses of 
the target could be had, the 16th Company, Coast Artil- 
lery, commanded by Capt. Thomas Q. Ashburn, made 
what is regarded as a remarkable score in service practice 
at Battery Boutelle, San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 27. Nine 
hits out of a possible ten were registered with 5-inch 
vifies at a range of about three miles. 
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Battery F, 1st U.S. Field Artillery, instead of proceed- 
jing to Fort Sill, Okla., after the maneuvers at Atasca- 
dero, Cal., will proceed to Schofield Barracks, Honolulu, 
H.1., for duty. Battery C, 5th Field Artillery, when it 
arrives at San Francisco, Cal., from Manila, will proceed 
to Fort Sill, instead of taking station at San Francisco. 
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The Hamburg Nachrichten says that, with a view to 
advertising German skill in building warships, the new 
Dreadnought. Yon der Tann, is going on a cruise for 
several months in South American waters. The program 
provides for the ship calling especially at the ports of 
countries now creating or strengthening their navies. 
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The members of the Army and Navy Club of Manila, 
P.I., have been enjoying some very spirited boxing 
bouts between aspirants Yor fistic honors among the en- 
listed men of the Services.

Lieut. Col. Benjamin H. Cheever, 3d U.S. Cav., who 
was retired Sept. 30, 1910, upon his own application, 
was born in Washington, D.C., June %, 1850, and has a 
fine record of service. He was appointed to the Army 
from civil life as second lieutenant, 6th Cav., Aug. 15, 
1876, and is the holder of a medal of honor for gallantry 
in action against Indians, and he participated in many 
fights against the latter during his twenty-six years 
service as an officer in the 6th Cavalry. Lieutenant 
Colonel Cheever was awarded a medal of honor “for 
gallantry in action against hostile Sioux Indians on the 
north bank of the White River, near the mouth of Little 
Grass Creek. S.D., Jan. 1, 1891, in heading the advance 
across the White River, partly frozen, in a spirited move- 
ment to the effective assistance of Troop K, 6th Cavalry, 
while serving as first lieutenant, 6th Cavalry.” Troop 
K was at that time under command of Capt. John B. 
Kerr, now brigadier general, retired, and on Jan. 1, 
1891, with the mercury below zero and the ground deep 
with snow. was camped near the mouth of Wounded 
Knee Creek, S.D. Troop K had not yet joined the 3d 
Battalion, under Major ‘T. C. Tupper, which was several 
miles away. The latter, hearing firing, and suspecting 
that the Indians had attacked Troop K, started with 
Troops F and I, Lieutenant Cheever commanding the 
former, in the direction of the firing. Arriving on the 
bluffs overlooking White River, Troop K was seen with 
the wagon train coraled and the attacking Indians firing 
at the soldiers. The skirmish line was formed and pushed 
rapidly across the half-frozen river, between Troop K 
and the Indians. Captain Keer succeeded in defeating 
the Indians, and caused the Sioux tribe to return to Pine 
Ridge Agency, where they surrendered. Lieutenant 
Colonel Cheever remained with the 6th Cavalry until 
promoted major, 8th Cavalry, Sept. 13, 1902. He was 
transferred to the 6th Cavalry Feb. 25, 1903, and to the 
18th Cavalry in May, 1908. He served as major and 
inspector of Volunteers from May 12, 1898, until May 
12, 1899. He reached the grade of lieutenant colonel, 3d 
Cavalry, Aug. 7, 1909. He is a graduate of the Infantry 
and Cavalry School, class of 1883.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Col. David B. Parker, U.S.V., who died recently at 
his home in Ellicottville, N.Y., after an illness of many 
years’ duration, was a native of Chautauqua county, 
and won distinction for himself and the county of his 
birth through a varied and honorable military and busi- 
ness career. “At the age of eighteen years,” writes a 
correspondent, “he enlisted in 1861 as a soldier in the 
Civil War as a member of the 72d Regiment, N.Y. 
Volunteers. He was early promoted to a lieutenancy, 
and was placed by General Hooker in charge of the mail 
service of the Army of the Potomac. This assignment 


was continued when General Meade took command of 
the Army. and still later under the command of General 
Grant. General Grant was greatly attached to the effi- 
cient young officer, and made a request of President 
Lincoln to have him appointed a special agent of the 
Post-office Department to continue his duties in the 
postal department of the Army, and the request was 
granted. So faithfully had he performed the duties as- 
signed to him that his ability attracted the attention of 
superior officers, and at the close of the war he was em- 
ployed to re-establish the U.S. mail service in Virginia. 
General Grant still retained his interest in Lieutenant 
Parker, and after he was elected President he appointed 
him U.S. marshal for the district of Virginia, and at the 
end of a four-year term reappointed him to the same 
position. Later he resigned the marshalship and re- 
entered the postal service of the Government, and then 
he was made chief of the post-office inspectors of the 
United States, serving in that capacity from 1876 until 
1883, when President Arthur appointed him postmaster 
of the city of Washington. His strong executive ability 
having been recognized by men of affairs in the nation, 
he was, at about the same time he was named as Wash- 
ington’s postmaster, offered a position with the American 
Bell Telephone Company, which was then in a formative 
period and required the services of able men in its 
various departments. He did not qualify as postmaster, 
but accepted the place offered him by the Bell Company. 
To him was assigned the duty of organizing branch 
companies of the parent organization, a work in which 
he was signally successful, and he held the position of 
director in many of these companies. He organized and 
was made superintendent of the New England Telephone 
Company, with headquarters in Boston. Later he was 
made general manager of the New York Telephone Com- 
pany, and still later he was made vice president and 
general manager of the Bell Telephone Company of 
Buffalo, where he made his headquarters for a number 
of years. In his services for the Government during and 
after the war and in his business career with the Bell 
Telephone Company he obtained a wide and favorable 
acquaintance with the most distinguished statesmen and 
men of affairs in America. He was thrown into close 
relation with President Lincoln, and became intimately 
acquainted with Presidents Johnson. Grant, Hayes, Gar- 
field and Arthur, from all of whom he received important 
commissions. As an executive officer in any line of work 
he attempted he was successful, winning the respect and 
confidence of the men with whom he was associated and 
of those against whom he was pitted in extensive busi- 
ness enterprises. He was recognized as being honest and 
straightforward in all of his business dealings. Both of 
his grandfathers were soldiers in the War of the Revolu- 
tion. They were Benjamin Parker and Major Samuel 
Sinclair, the latter the first settler within the limits of 
the present_town of Charlotte, in this county. His 
father was Dr. Charles Parker. For the past ten years 
David B. Parker had been a confirmed invalid, unable 
to leave his bed or to assist himself in any way. Yet 
during all of these years he kept fully abreast of the 
times. He retained a keen interest in public affairs, 
both in the field of business and polities. None of the 
important events of the day escaped him. The daily 
papers and current literature were read to him regularly 
by those who administered to his wants. Friends of his 
more active days took pleasure in keeping up their 
acquaintance and in discussing with him the various 
affairs in which humanity has been interested during 
these years. His mind was as clear to the very last, 
apparently, as it was during the days of his vigorous 
manhood, and no one ever left his bedside without feel- 
ing the better and wiser for the time spent in his com- 
pany. Although helpless. vet with perfect brain and 
speech, he has written (dictated) a large volume in the 
past two years on his experiences with General Grant. 
President Lincoln, Arthur, Johnson, Horace Greeley, the 
Cushings and hundreds of others. He is survived by a 
wife and two sons. Mrs. Parker was a daughter of 
Judge Chester Howe. The elder son, Sinclair, resides at 
Ellicottville: the younger son, Torrence, is a member of 
the law firm of Southard and Parker, of Boston.” 

Mr. I. B. Rapp. brother of the wife of Brig. Gen. 
Daniel H. Brush, U.S.A., and brother of Mrs. E. C. 
Rullock, widow of the late Lieut. E. C, Bullock, U.S.A., 
died Sept. 19 at Denver, Colo. 

Lieut. Isham S. Popejoy, of the Philippine Constan- 
ulary, died suddenly at his quarters at Lambulao, Iloilo, 
Aug. 15. Lieutenant Popejoy was in charge of the 3d 
Tloilo Company. He was appointed to the Constabulary 





in December, 1907, from Missouri, and had shown him- 
self to be a capable officer. 

Mr. Casper Schuyler Crowninshield, U.S. Consul at 
Naples, Italy, son of the late Rear Admiral Crownin- 
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shield, U.S.N., died in Naples Sept. 28, 1010, and the 
remains were buried in the British cemetery. 

Mrs. Pheba Halsey Colhoun, wife of Pay Dir. S. R. 
Colhoun, U.S.N., retired, died suddenly at Mount 
Meehahga, Ellenville, N.Y., Sept. 28, 1910. : f 

Bvt. Capt. Gustave Magnitzky, U.S.A., retired, died 
at Jamaica Plain, Mass., Sept. 18, 1910. He was born 
in Prussia March 28, 1840, and joined the 20th Massa- 
chusetts Volunteer Infantry July 18, 1861, as sergeant 
and first sergeant, and later served in the 21st Veteran 
Reserve Corps. He was made first lieutenant of the 
20th Massachusetts Volunteer Infantry in March, 1864. 
and captain the following June, and was honor- 
ably mustered out July 16, 1865, after serving 
all throngh the Civil War. He _ received _the 
brevet of first lieutenant for gallant and meritorious 
service in the battle of Gettysburg, Pa., and brevet cap- 
tain for gallant and meritorious service in the battle of 
Petersburg, Va. He was appointed second lieutenant, 
39th U.S. Infantry, March 7. 1867, and was on the un- 
assigned list until Aug. 3, 1870, when he was assigned 
to the 14th Infantry. He was retired Nov. 14, 1870, for 
wounds in the line of duty. The funeral ceremonies 
were held Sept. 21 at the chapel in Forest Hills Ceme- 
tery, and the remains were buried with military honors. 
The little stone building was crowded with his comrades 
of the M.O.L.L.U.S.. F. W. Kinsley Post 113, G.A.R., 
relatives and other friends. Previous to the services at 
the chapel there was a private service at the residence 
at 127 Chestnut avenue, Jamaica Plain, conducted by 
his intimate friend, Mr. Hoffman. Surrounding the 
casket was a profusion of beautiful floral tributes from 
comrades of military organizations of which Captain 
Magnitsky was 2 member, and from relatives and busi- 
ness associates and other friends. A civic service was 
conducted by Rev. Edward Anderson, of FE. W. Kinsley 
Post No. 113, G.A.R., which opened with the playing of 
the “Pilgrim’s Chorus” from ‘“Tannhiiuser”’ by the 
Boston Symphony horn quintet.

He was promoted to second assistant engineer in 1864, 
served in the Bureau of Steam Engineering, Navy De- 
partment, from June, 1865, to May, 1869; was promoted 
to first assistant engineer in 1868, and was promoted to 
chief engineer in 1890, his most important service in this 
grade being duty with the Raleigh and as a member of 
the Board of Changes. During the Spanish-American 
War he served as a ‘member of the Board of Inspection 
and Survey aboard the Newark from June to November, 
1898, when he was again ordered to duty as a member 
of the Board of Inspection and Survey. He was pro- 
moted to commander in 1899, to captain in 1902 and 
transferred to the retired list, with the rank of rear 
admiral, in 1903. His last active duty was under the 
Attorney General and with the Fish Commission from 
September, 1903, to April, 1907. 


Capt. James J. Butler, a veteran of both the Mexican 
and Civil Wars, died at his home at Sacket Harbor on 
Sept. 25. A daughter of Captain Butler is the widow 
of the late Lieut. Frank McEnhill, of the 2d U.S. Cav.

After a few years in private life he re-entered the Service, 
and served in the Regular Army from 1852 to 1862. 
Later he joined the 8ist N.Y. Volunteer Regiment, and 
served as captain during Grant’s Richmond campaign, 
and under Grant entered Richmond at its fall. In 
August of the following year he returned to private life, 
and has since lived at Sacket Harbor, where his death 
occurred. “Captain Butler,” writes a correspondent, 
“was a type of man all too rare: A gentleman of the old 
school, having a high standard of honor; a soldier whose 
loyalty to country and reverence for the flag were deeply 
ingrained ; a man who made friends in many walks of life, 
and who preserved in every relation the dignity and fine 
courtesy which characterize that best type of man—a 
eitizen of this great Republic and a soldier who has 
offered his life for long years in its defense.”

recommendations for changes in punishments for the 
Navy, will meet in Washington some day next week. 
Captain Hatch is a delegate to the International Prison 
Congress, which is being held in Washington this week, 
and after he concludes his work in connection with this 
meeting he will meet with the other members of the 
board and formulate plans for a trip of inspection of 
the military prisons of the country.

The reduction of Fort Schuyler, N.Y., to a subpost 
of Fort Totten, according to General Orders 177, is in 
harmony with the general policy of the War Depart- 
meut in concentrating the Coast Artillery Corps at 
large posts. Fort Schuyler is not abandoned, but will 
be maintained so that it can be used in time of war. At 
present the strength of the Coast Artillery Corps is en- 
tirely inadequate for coast defense. It cannot man the 
existing fortifications, and it will be absolutely necessary 
sooner or later to increase the strength of the Corps, but 
until this is done the Department will not make an 


attempt to keep companies at all of the posts. As a: 


matter of economy, and also for the efficiency of the 
Corps, it is thought that it should be concentrated at 
the more important forts, so that the organization could 
be kept up.

Two minor changes which will make quite a radical 
difference in the appearance of a trooper’s field service 
cap are under consideration by the Cavalry Equipment 
Board. One is to cover the visor of the cap with tan 
leather, instead of patent leather, and to make the chin 
strap of the same leather. The other is to put a light 


wire in the top of the crown, so that it will stand out 
square, and not lop over when it is either wet or jammed 
down on the side of the head. A sample of the new cap 
which has been sent forward by the board to the War 
Department created a very favorable impression among 
the officers at the Department. 
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THE BATTLE OF CHANCELLORSVILLE. 

No more instructive and readable a book on a single 
battle of the Civil War has appeared than “The Cam- 
paign of Chancellorsyille,’” by Major John Bigelow, jr., 
U.S.A., retired, published by the Yale University Press, 
New Haven, Conn. This handsome volume, which is 
copiously supplied with plans and maps, grew out of 
the author’s assignment, in 1894, as professor of military 
science and tactics at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. He selected Chancellorsville as the theme 
for a course of lec.ures. His choice was based on the 
belief that that campaign “presented a greater variety 
of military problems and experiences than any other in 
which an Army of the United States has taken part. In 
no other was there so rapid a succession of critical 
situations, and, moreover, no other one approaching it 
in importance has been so imperfectly apprehended and 
described.” 

To remedy a common failure in military narration to 
show the mental point of view and field of vision of the 
opposing commanders, the author has sought to give each 
commander’s knowledge of the tactical or strategic situa- 
tion. The work is divided into two parts—the period of 
preparation ard the period of operation. While maps 
are provided, Major Bigelow warns the reader that there 
is no comfortable way of reading military history. 
“Whoever expects to follow a campaign reclining in an 
easy chair, with a book in one hand and a cigar in 
another, is doomed to disappointment.’ A way is sug- 
gested of using pieces of paper on pins to follow the 
changes of position. The system of notation for 
designating the regiment, brigade, division and corps is 
original, and until one becomes accustomed to the con- 
venience of it makes the pages look like those of an 
arithmetic or algebra. Acknowledgment of assistance is 
extended to a number of Confederate as well as Regular 
Army officers. 

One document which the author says has not before 
been published is Hooker’s note, dated Feb. 15, 1863, 
to headquarters on desertions, showing that when he 
took command there were 85,123 officers and men 
absent. This paper is on file in the War Department. 
The totals show that abeut one man in ten on the rolls 
had deserted or was absent without leave. Taking the 
ratio per one thousand, the lowest corps was the 11th 
(Stahel), with forty-three, and the highest the 12th 
(Slocum), with 186. In testifying before the Committee 


‘on the Conduct of the War, General Hooker said: “At 


the time the Army was turned over to me desertions were 
at the rate of about 200 a day.” 

The death of Gen. Stonewall Jackson is described in 
detail down to his last words. The great Southern 
commander was really a victim of his own method of 
treating himself for a cold which he had when wounded. 
In opposition to his physician’s dissuasion, Jackson 
applied wet blankets to cure the cold, and these developed 
pneumonia, the complication eventually causing his 
death. 

The author’s estimate of Hooker is that, up to a 
certain point of responsibility which he had not yet 
reached, he was capable of brilliant achievement, but at 
that point, if he reached it, he would break down. 
Perhaps his future was affected by his failure to get 
the chief of staff he desired. He selected Gen. Charles 
P. Stone, a West Point graduate, exceptionally qualified 
for the place, but owing to the confinement of Stone at 
Fort Lafayette, N.Y., from February to August, 1862, 
under order of Secretary Stanton, without trial or 
charges, and Stanton’s opposition to Stone’s appointment 
by Hooker, Gen. Daniel Butterfield, a Volunteer officer, 
was made chief of staff. One may wonder how much 
this interference of Stanton with Stone’s appointment 
affected Hooker’s enthusiasm and threw a damper on his 
zeal. William Orton, at that time president of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, told a story of 
despatches passing during the battle between an officer 
at Hooker’s headquarters and a firm of brokers in Wall 
street, which indicated that knowledge of the progress 
of the battle was being used for the purpose of speculat- 
ing in stocks.

A number of questions of vital interest to the Navy 
have been taken up by Surg. Gen. Charles F. Stokes as 
the result of the observations which he made during his 
recent visit to the fleet. A special effort will be made 
by the Surgeon General to provide for the protection of 
the eyes of gun pointers and other enlisted men whose 
duties require keen sight. Eye strain is very common, 
leading to visual defects which can be prevented or 
remedied. The Surgeon General, in order to provide for 
a systematic effort in this line, has detailed Surg. Eugene 
J. Grow to be quartered on the Solace for special studies 
of these subjects: The illumination of firerooms, dynamo 
rooms ‘and living spaces generally will be given careful 
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study, and recommendations will be made to improve 
conditions. The eye conditions of men detailed to adjust 
the carbons of searchlights will be safeguarded in the 
future by special goggles or screens which cut off the 
actinic rays, 





THE MARINE CORPS. 

It is altogether probable, and, in fact, it is stated that 
it has been decided upon, to ask Major Gen. George F. 
Elliott to continue as commandant of the U.S. Marine 
Corps after he retires on account of age on Nov. 30, 1910. 
This course, it is said, has been decided upon for the 
purpose of giving Congress an opportunity to enact legis- 
lation providing for four-year details to the headquarters 
of the Corps. One of the chief obstacles to carrying out 
this plan is the disinclination of General Elliott to re- 
main on active duty as commandant after he goes on the 
retired list. On Nov. 30 General Elliott retires auto- 
matically and creates a vacancy in the office of com- 
mandant. Before he can be reappointed it will be 
necessary for him to go through the formality of making 
an application for active duty. This, it is understood, 
General Elliott is not inclined to do, although it is 
thought he may be persuaded to act as commandant until 
the new legislation has been enacted. It is contended by 
those in high authority that the present system by which 
commandants serve until they die or retire, on account 
of age, is faulty. Neither in the Army nor the Navy is 
such a system in vogue. It is urged that the officers 
at the Marine Corps headquarters should be detailed for 
a term of years, on the same plan as the General Staff 
of the Army. At least, in the Navy Department there 
is a feeling that General Elliott should act as com- 
mandant until the matter has been presented to Congress, 

During the existence of the Marine Corps it has only 
had nine commandants. The average term of the service 
of the commandants of the Marine Corps has been about 
twelve years, and one commandant, Col. Archibald Hen- 
derson, was at the head of the Corps for thirty-nine 
years. The first commandant, Lieut. Col. William C. 
Burrows, resigned in 1804, after four years’ service. All 
of the rest of the commandants, with one exception, 
have either remained at the head of the Corps until they 
died or were retired. 

The following is a list of commandants and the date 
of their service: 

William W. Burrows, appointed lieutenant colonel, 
commandant, May 1, 1800, resigned March 6, 1804; 
Franklin Wharton, appointed lieutenant colonel, com- 
mandant March 7, 1804, died Sept. 1, 1818; Anthony 
Gale, appointed lieutenant colonel, commandant, March 
3, 1819, served until cashiered Oct. 8, 1820; Archibald 
Henderson, appointed lieutenant colonel, commandant, 
Oct. 17, 1820, and colonel, commandant, July 1, 1834, 
brevet brigadier general, Jan. 27, 1837, died Jan. 6, 1859; 
John Harris, appointed colonel, commandant, Jan. 7, 
1859, died May 2, 1864; Jacob Zeilin, appointed colonel, 
commandant, June 10, 1864, and brigadier general, com- 
mandant, March 2, 1867, died Nov. 18, 1880; Charles 
G. McCawley, appointed colonel, commandant, Nov. 1, 
1876, retired Jan. 29, 1891: Charles Heywood, appointed 
colonel, commandant, Jan. 30, 1891, brigadier general, 
commandant, March 3, 1899, maior general, commandant, 
July 1, 1902, retired Oct. 3, 1903; George F. Elliott, 
appointed brigadier general, commandant, Oct. 3, 1903, 
and major general, commandant, May 13, 1908, retires 
on account of age Nov. 30, 1910. 

The retirement of Col. Paul St. C. Murphy, U.S.M.C., 
will result in five promotions in the Marine Corps. He 
is the senior colonel in the Corps and has made an appli- 
eation for retirement under the thirty-year law. In the 
changes Lieut. Col. George Barnett advances to the rank 
of colonel, Major Charles G. Long to lieutenant colonel, 
Capt. Henry W. Carpenter to major, 1st Lieut. Fred- 
erick Kensel to captain, and 2d Lieut. L. W. T. Waller. 
jr., to first lieutenant.

ARMY AND NAVY ESTIMATES. 


In response to the demand of President Taft and the 
members of the Cabinet, a further reduction was made 
this week in the estimates for the War Department. 
The bureau chiefs are now under instructions to cut their 
estimates to a point where the total estimate for the 
Department will be $10,000,000 less than the appropria- 
tions for the Department last year. The heaviest part 
of this ‘reduction will fall on the river and harbor esti- 
mates, which are included in the War Department 
recommendation. On this account there will be no reduc- 
tions in the estimates for the Army. On account of an 
actual shortage in some of the expenses of the Army 
last year, resulting from the radical cut in the Army 
appropriation, the estimates this year will be in excess 
of last year’s appropriation. It is understood that 
President Taft thinks, as the River and Harbor bill was 
close to $50,000,000 last year, the waterways will not 
suffer if the appropriation for this purpose is kept close 
to $30,000,000. 

In response to the request of President Taft, Secretary 
Meyer has agreed to make a reduction of about $4,000,000 
in the estimates for the Navy, as compared with the 
appropriations of last year. This reduction will not 
prevent the recommendation of the two-battleship pro- 
gram, and the Secretary will also ask for the construction 
of two colliers, It is understood that the details of the 
reduction in the estimates haye not been worked out yet, 
but in all probability there will not be-much money for 
submarines. There will also probably be a curtailment 
in the construction of destroyers. Just where the reduc-

tion is to fall has not yet been decided, excépt that the 
battleships will not be touched in this policy of economy. 


Appositely to the remarks in our issue of Sept. 17 on 
our Army not being songless is a note in the London 
Military Mail on the recently published pamphlet by 
the British Naval and Military Musical Union. Several 
enthusiastic officers, notably Lieut. Col. C. Hope Willis, 
the secretary, and Lieut. Col. B. R. Ward, R.E., are 
earnestly engaged in promoting the objects of the union. 
“Singing,” says the Mail, “plays so important a part 
in the life of a soldier that every effort made. to organize 
it should be welcome. One had only to see, the. troops 
during and at the conclusion of the recent army maneu- 
vers to realize how thoroughly invigorating vocal music 
is to them. Rousing choruses, whose words were.in no 
way in keeping with the airs, rose from the ranks as 
the colors marched to their camps, no matter how hard 
and long the day’s work had been. This shows how 
inborn is the love of singing by all ranks, and only a 
little education is needed to turn the current from music 
hali songs, often of a very stupid nature, to martial 
songs with an uplifting spirit. The Naval and Military 
Musical Union has this for one of its objects, another 
object being to promote a system for the encouragement 
of vocal music to take the place of the haphazard ar- 
rangement of sing-song within barracks, by the forma- 
tion of singing clubs in each regiment or garrison.” 
The inspiriting nature of a good. martial air was shown 
at one of the open-air. concerts last August in Central 
Park, New York city. One selection sung by the Choral 
Union, under the conductorship of Dr. Frank Damrosch, 
was the ringing Welsh national hymn, “Men of Har- 
lech,” with its “foemen biting the ground,” its “Saxon 
spearmen” and other references to fighting. Whether it 
was the excellent way the air was sung or the stirring 
words of the anthem, we know not, but no song given 
at any of these concerts—and they covered a wide range 
—aroused more enthusiasm among the twenty thousand 
listeners than this musical appeal of the sturdy Welsh- 
men of old to win or die. During the siege of Santiago, 
in 1898, when the 71st New York Regiment of Volun- 
teers was in a very forlorn condition of homesickness 
and fever prostration, nothing contributed more to keep 
up the men’s spirits than the songs which the quartet 
of Company B would pour out upon the tropical stillness 
of the night. There is in every regiment of the Army, 
perhaps, a number of fine singing voices, which too often 
find opportunity for exhibition and exercise only on 
occasions of hilarity far removed from the discipline and 
restraint of military associations, and which might be 
turned to a good purpose if they could be put under 
the developing and ennobling influence of an Army 
musical society.

In proof of the claim we have often made that the 
War of Secession was the direct result of our neglect 
of proper military precautions it is well to recall the 
statement made by Mr. Floyd, Buchanan’s Secretary of 
War. At a reception tendered him at Richmond after 
his resignation from President Buchanan’s Cabinet in 
December, 1860, to join the fortunes of the Confederacy, 
Mr. Floyd said: “The Southern states are full of arsenals 
and forts, commanding their rivers and strategic points. 
General Scott desired to transfer the Army of the United 
States to these forts as speedily and quietly as possible. 
* * * Had Scott been able to put these forts in the 
condition he wanted them to be the Southern Confederacy 
would not now exist.” It was “the valor of ignorance” 
that prevented, and the Civil War was the result of the 
neglect. Perhaps constant reading of the ARMY AND NAvy 
JOURNAL will in time set our Southern friends right 
about the hostile initiative in the Civil War. We thought 
we had made it plain that the Federal Government had 
to be kicked into activity and that this kick was given 
by the attack on Fort Sumter, yet we find the New 
Orleans Picayune on Sept. 18 gravely telling its readers 
that “the only war in which this government took the 
initiative was that between the sections of our own 
country.” If our delta contemporary is not satisfied 
with American historians let it read the recently pub- 
lished “War of Secession,” by Major G. W. Redway, 
of the British army (Macmillan’s), wherein is given a 
list of the seizures of United States forts and arsenals 
by the Southern States during the last months of 
Buchanan’s administration. It will there also be told, 
what it doubtless knows well enough, that in the Feb- 
ruary before the inauguration of Lincoln a constitution 
was framed by the Confederacy and Jefferson Davis 
appointed by the provisional government president for 
six years. If these, and the firing on Fort Sumter, 
in April, 1861, were not “initiative” acts against 
the peace of the country, it is difficult to understand 
what more anyone could have done to bring on an 


open rupture. There is no reason we can see why the. 


Picayune should impair its reputation for editorial 
accuracy by such distortion of history. 
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A communiqué recently issued by Admiral von Pritt- 
witz und Gaffron, commanding on the Baltic station, 
revealed an extraordinary state of affairs in the German 
imperial marine, and has evoked a storm of criticism 
from all sides. The Admiral had become concerned at 
the increasing friction between the executive officers and 
their non-executive colleagues, such as engineers, surgeons 
The trouble had been brewing for 
several years, and has now reached an acute stage. 
Admiral von Prittwitz und Gaffron has even taken the 
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drastic step of circumscribing the social privileges of 
both classes of officers. He reminds the engineers and 
other non-executives that they cannot expect executive 
officers and their wives to mix with them as social equals, 
and advises them literally to take a back seat on sovial 
occasions. Proceeding to details, he counsels engineers, 
surgeons and paymasters to content themselves with 
seats “other than the orchestra stalls” at the theater. 
At sea, he adds, conditions are necessarily different, and 
a certain amount of intercourse on terms of equality 
cannot be avoided. But non-executives must not presume 
upon these conditions, and should be careful to walk 
humbly and lowly when brought into contact ashore with 
their superior, the executive officer. That the mischief 
is no laughing matter is proved by the fact that in the 
past year the percentage of resignations among naval 
engineers has been unduly high. They are, in fact, 
leaving the service in dozens, and the same applies to 
surgeons and paymasters, of whom there may be a grave 
shortage next year. Competent observers, according to an 
English critic, ascribe this intrusion of the class spirit 
to the ever-increasing number of titled entrants to the 
navy. Up to a few years ago the German aristocracy 
looked with disfavor upon the navy as a career for their 
sons, but of late they have recognized the solid advan- 
tages attaching to the service, and applications have 
accordingly poured in from the most exalted families. 
The German papers demand the instant suppression of 
this “perilous snobbery,” which, it is recognized, will 
play havoc with the discipline and general efficiency of 
the service if allowed to continue unchecked. Recently 
the non-executive branches agitated for some distinguish- 
ing sleeve badge, and obtained it. What was their 
disgust, however, to learn that a week afterward execu- 
tive officers had received an additional and very prominent 
badge, which more than ever accentuated their claim to 
superior rank! 
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In the line of the capture of Holland by the Dutch 
is the action of the sailors on liberty from the Atlantic 
Fleet in taking possession of the city of New York this 
week. They have been everywhere in evidence all over 
the city, most of them with a pocket full of money. Some 
pockets are unfortunately lean, due to a too enthusiastic 
backing of the wrong crew in boat races, but the total 
possible disbursement of the men of the fleet, as figured 
by the newspaper statisticians, is $800,000. The news- 
papers, without exception, bear testimony to the fine, 
manly appearance of the bluejackets, to their excellent 
behavior and to their intelligence. Speaking of the visit 
of cur fleet the Evening Post says: ““Welcome ashore are 
the men-o’-warsmen from the big fleet now in the North 
River. There is a breeze about the men which is refresh- 
ing after sultry months; and a suggestion of huskiness 
conditioned by discipline which makes them a pleasant 
and healthful sight in the streets. If they ever fore- 
gathered in the tawdry Bowery, except in fiction, they 
know the place no longer. Long ago they joined the 
general movement uptown. Hundreds of them are met 
on the ferries, baggage, live pets and all, on their way to 
their homes and people. They have been doing hard 
work and good work with the big guns at target practice 
in dirty weather, and have well earned the shore liberty 
which thousands of them are enjoying in their own per- 
fectly ordinary and admirable ways. At the theaters 
and other places of amusement they are to be seen in 
force. They bring with them a whiff of the deep, green 
salt water which reminds the landlubber of the principal 
reason for New York’s commerce and cosmopolitanism. 
And, like most strong men under control, although they 
are good to tie up to in a fight, they are not looking 
for one.”

A very interesting discussion has grown out of the 
recent maneuvers in France, dealing with the question 
of command in case of the joint action of infantry and 
artillery. Out of the new scheme of artillery organiza- 
tion in operation in France has grown the present 
problem, which may be freely stated as follows: Is it 
proper to subject the action of the artillery to that of 
the infantry to a point where in certain contingencies 
there would be no hesitation in directly subordinating 
the battery commanders to the commanding officer of the 
infantry force, for whose forward movement the artil- 
lery is to prepare the way? While a certain number of 
officers maintain that this subordination of the artillery 
is the best way to obtain immediate fire efficiency, others 
are of the opinion that the batteries, while working in 
close conjunction with the infantry, should always remain 
under the direction of an artillery officer, whe can best 
seize the opportune moment for supporting the foot 
soldiers. In a word, should the colonel or general of an 
infantry force which is about to move against the 
enemy in certain cases give orders to the battery com- 
manders, or should the artillery remain. autonomous 
and await orders from its own officers? There were 
memorable examples in the Manchurian war, where the 
necessity was shown for a close and instantaneous co- 
operation of the infantry and artillery. 
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The turbine torpedoboat destroyer Perkins, built at 
Quincy, Mass., had her standardization tests off Rock- 
land, Me., Sept. 27. She easily fulfilled her contract 
requirements, her average speed for the fastest five runs 
over the mile course being at the rate of 31.014 knots 
an hour. The destroyer made a series of twenty-six runs 
over the course at rates of speed varying; from twelve 
knots upward, her final laps being at her best. 
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FRENCH AEROPLANES AND ARTILLERY. 


The close of the French army maneuvers has been 
followed by all sorts of predictions as to the effect of 
aerial scouts on future military operations. General 
Brun, French Minister of War, has been quoted as 
enthusiastically praising the aeroplane and dirigible 
achievements, and other military experts say the con- 
cealing of positions and movements of troops will be 
“almost impossible,” while surprise flank attacks may be 
eliminated. 

The problem of fighting aerial war engines was also 
tested during the maneuvers, each general having at his 
disposition guns mounted upon automobiles, the sights 
of which could be elevated to an angle of seventy degrees 
for an attack upon the dirigibles, and machine guns, for 
use against the aeroplanes. Lieutenant Bellenger, the 
officer who was by far the most successful aviator at the 
maneuvers, insists upon officers being trained for observa- 
tion work by free balloon ascents. The aeroplanes proved 
far more independent than dirigible balloons. Of _four 
dirigibles only one made a useful journey. It carried a 
despatch to Paris, which was supposed to be beleaguered, 
A strong wind prevented its return. The Zodiac and the 
Liberté were each out once. They were unable to rise 
over eighty yards, and would have been easy marks for 
an enemy. 

Press culated from Paris quote Major T. Bentley 
Mott, U.S.A., Military Attaché at Paris. as saying: 
“France has proved that the aeroplane in competent 
hands is worth a thousand men for scouting purposes in 
war. Conditions will be profoundly modified by the ad- 
vent of a ‘fourth arm.’” ‘ ‘ 

From now on the French army authorities will seek 
to develop air sconting to a point where a military 
observer will ascend with each aviator. 

Writing of the work in the recent French army 
maneuvers of aeroplanes, which he calls “the fourth 
arm,” Senator Charles Humbert, in Le Journal, of 
Paris, says that two things made a great impression, 
especially in Germany, the home of the dirigible: first. 
that the aeroplanes took the air and proceeded about 
their reconnaissance duties when the state of the atmos- 
phere and the speed of the wind prevented the balloons 
from leaving their sheds; second, that, although the 
artillery designed to destroy airships could reach and 
destroy the great “aerial cruisers” like the Liberté and 
Parseval dirigibles, the guns most quickly movable and 
most easily manipulated were unable to hit an _aero- 
plane flying at a height of 500 meters, or over 1,500 feet. 
The small size of the apparatus, its swiftness and the 
difficulty of even approximating its distance renders 
every shot uncertain. “Yet,” says this French critic, 
“these marvelous agencies can obtain for the commanders 
of troops data of absolute precision unon the nature and 
importance of the enemy’s forces which menace them, 
upon the hostile temporary strategic fortifications. upon 
the direction of the march of opposing columns and upon 
large turning movements.” 

Brig. Gen. McCoskry Butt, N.G.N.Y.. who has 
visited the French maneuvers every year in the last 
decade, till he knows the value of Parisian comment, 
writes us from Paris that Senator Humbert and M. 
Nandeau are particularly well qualified to pass an 
opinion on military subjects. The Senator writes edi- 
torially for La France Militaire, the Paris military 
daily. 

At Verdun, the French Senator says, a biplane carry- 
ing Lieutenant Fequant as pilot and Sido as observer, 
attached to the Red army, had to reconnoiter the march- 
ing and combat dispositions of the enemy, who comprised 
one squadron. two battalions and one battery. In less 
than a half hour after giving the order to reconnoiter 
the Red commander was in possession of the most precise 
data on the situation. He knew, before any contact 
whatever, the enemy’s effective, that the hostile cavalry 
had occupied a village, that the two battalions had de- 
tached a company as a flanker and that the battery had 
taken up a position of expectancy. “But this was not 
all. The moment the aeroplane appeared in the far 
distance the moral effect upon the enemy was intense. 
All seemed to feel that this almost imperceptible machine 
flying beyond all reach and with prodigious speed. 
was proceeding at its ease to make an enumeration of 
their forces and to surprise all the secrets of their 
maneuvers. ere was no possible doubt as to the 
invulnerability of the plane. It was practically absolute, 
and proof of it is that the officers of the different 
branches, infantry as well as artillery, called upon to 
estimate the distance of the aeroplane, gave figures 
signally different from one another, the difference in 
some cases being fourfold. 

“Again, the same aviators, in the course of another 
circuit of the reconnoissance area which did not take, all 
told, more than half an hour, succeeded in making a series 
of photographic views giving the exact disposition of 
all the enemy’s work, all the kinds of shelters and all the 
means of communication. The photographic anparatus 
by which these views are obtained consists of an in- 
genious combination of ‘objectives,’ by which can be 
obtained upon the sensitive plate enlarged images of 
objects which ordinarilv. on account of their distance, 
would appear very small.” 

After saying that France is now so far in the lead in 
militarv aviation that she need never be suspassed if 
she will only not slacken her zeal in that field. Senator 
Humbert ironically records, as one proof of his predic- 
tion, that at the very moment the maneuvers were re- 
writing the science of reconnaissance “the German staff 
designated an aviator, Lieutenant von Mossner, to try to 
photograph from an aeroplane a fort and its surrounding 
works.” 

The new organization of the artillery shared with the 
seroplanes the chief attention of the military experts at 
the manenvers. Ludovic Naudean, discussing in the Le 
Journal the artillery asnect of the maneuvers, said that 
“for the first time we have seen two army corps meet. 
each with its thirtv batteries of four nieces, following 
the application of the law of July 24, 1909, which called 
for an increase of six batteries, or twenty-four guns, and 
a total of 120 guns for each of the corps. The maneuvers 
proved the excellence of the new arrangement, and 
marked the apogee of the French artillery.” Roth Gen- 
eral Picquart. commanding the 2d Corps, and General 
Meunier, of the 3d Corps, are disciples of the eminent 
General Percin, a member of the Supreme Army Council 
and chief of umpires at the manenvers, and strove to 
make effective his theory on the “unity of doctrine.” 
The Percin doctrine is that the principal objective of the 
artillery ought to be the noint attacked by the infantry. 

is view does away with the old idea of grouping in 
a prearranged manner upon a certain part of the battle- 
field all the artillery in a colossal battery. No French 
general, it is safe to say, would declare himself a parti- 
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san of the old theory, which was based on an archaic 
conception. General Percin’s view has been that the 
artillery should always have the object in view of pre- 

ring the way upon which the infantry are about to 

unch themselves. To reach this result the generals, 
according to the needs and circumstances of the moment, 
and proportionately to the importance of the action 
begun, employ the number of guns they think should be 
in line, this being a question entirely of the opportunity 
at hand. Every order given to the artillery by Generals 
Picquart and Meunier indicated their appreciation of 
this latest view of the artillery rdle. Some have sought 
to make it appear that this artillery ideal displaces the 
Napoleonic plan of artillery concentration, but as in 
Bonaparte’s day the field of battle was small compared 
with that of to-day it would be hard to prove that his 
rassing of guns was not to pave the way to an infantry 
advance or to mask an attack at another part of the 
field. Stéphane Luzanne, in Le Matin of Sept. 18, 
asked: “What is the use of expending ammunition in 
one of those artillery combats which the cannoniers 
used so much to indulge in?’ But he had evidently 
forgotten the ring of artillery fire at Sedan, in 1870. 
which surrounded the French army as with a belt of 
flame, and which, with the 500 guns, held the doomed 
Napoleon beyond all chance of escape.

DISTURBANCE AT WEST POINT. 


The daily newspapers have occupied much space the 
past week with sensational accounts of the attempt of 
the cadet corps of the Military Academy to discipline 
Capt. Rufus E. Longan, 11th Inf., senior asst. instructor 
in tactics, by giving him an illustration of the silence 
driJl, in which, if report speaks true, he has had a 
previous experience, having participated in one when a 
eadet at the expense of an officer. As far as is known, 
it would appear that Captain Longan offended the cadets 
by the exactness of his discipline in the matter of walking 
post when under punishment and because he was accused 
of questioning the truthfulness of the statements of one 
of the cadets. On Saturday, Sept. 24, when the cadets 
had gathered in the mess hall for supper and Captain 
Tongan, only recently assigned to duty at the Military 
Academy, anneared, the hum of conversation ceased 
suddenly. The Captain looked around. One of the 
eadets met his eve. The first class men at the heads 
of the tables folded their arms. The third, second and 
fourth class men imitated the attitude. Even the class 
of new cadets put on grim faces and let their knives and 
forks lie where the mess servants had placed them. There 
was complete silence. 

Having learned from inquiries that this demonstration 
was directed against an officer the young men were or- 
dered to quarters supperless. The same thing occurred at 
breakfast the next morning with the same result. Thirty 
cadets repeated the silence, and Captain Longan dis- 
missed the corps from the mess hall and ordered them 
back to barracks at double time. They did not verform 
to suit him, and he double timed them back to the mess 
hall again. One newspaper account had it that the boys 
grabbed toast and plums from the tables as they were 
ordered ovt of the hall and stuffed them into their 
blonses. The bouncing of double time disturbed the 
rations, and by the time they had got back to barracks 
on the second trip at double time the ground was strewn 
with toast and plums, while there was not enough food 
left among the whole corps for a hungry cat. 

A resolute few attempted to repeat the performance 
at dinner on Sunday, but they were not sustained. Still. 
as the Commandant took the view that the corps had not 
cleared itself of complicity in the act of insubordination, 
the classes were again confined to their rooms in bar- 
racks. A board of inquiry was ordered. composed of 
Lieut. Col. Walter A. Bethel, professor of law and his- 
tory: Major Wirt Robinson, C.A.C., assistant professor 
of chemistry: Capt. Charles P. Summerall, 2d Field 
Art., senior assistant instructor of artillery tactics. and 
Cant. Alfred A. Maybach, C.A.C., instructor of tactics. 

After the Commandant’s action on Saturday evening 
the corps, as is provided by the regulations, was deprived 
of all recreation and amusement. There was to have 
been a hop in Memorial Hall on Saturday night. It was 
forbidden. and the girls who had come from Albany, 
New York and Poughkeensie got no dances. The Y.M.C.A. 
service was omitted. All of the little privileges accorded 
the cadets out of study hours were susnended. The 
trouble came like a hombshell to the athletes of the 





Academy, who were preparing for a strenuous football . 


season. It had been hoped the football squad would be 
exempt from the restrictions, and that gridiron practice 
would be permitted, but no exemption was announced, 
and the initial game with the University of Vermont, 
scheduled for Oct. 1, was called off. It is hoped that 
the affair will not interfere with the Army-Navy game. 

The first traces of resentment and insubordination, it 
is said, were noticeable shortly after the recent milk 
punch episode, in which several cadets figured as imbibers 
of the forbidden refreshment. 

“But TI don’t think that really had anything to do 
with the ‘silence,’’? Captain Longan was quoted in an 
interview as saying. “The real trouble began last 
Wednesday, when I was officer in charge, and made the 
cadets on punishment tour take their punishment in a 
military manner.” 

A confidential letter from a cadet to a friend in Balti- 
more has found its way into print. The writer says: 
“The cadets alleged that Captain Longan started out at 
West Point by saying, ‘This here corps has gone to hell. 
Tl make ’em buck up.’ The trouble was cumulative. 
First, on the target range, though it is by order that 
the cadets, as a vrotection from the concussion of the 
guns, put cotton in their ears, Captain Longan accused 
them of stuffing their ears with cotton so that they 
would not hear his commands. The young men were 
surprised, but said nothing. Second, the cadets say 


-that he ‘eussed out’. one of the finest men in the first 


class.” 

A third complaint is that Captain Longan questioned 
the word of Cadet Burt, a first class man: a fourth, that 
when one of the cadets visited across the hall in the 
barracks he reported the wrong man, refusing the accept 
his explanation. saving: “You’ve yet to prove your state- 
ments.” The final grievance was making “area birds” 
walk post in the rain. saying, “You men have got to 
walk in the rain, for I’ll show you who is boss around 
here.” Moreover. he refused to let the men oil their 
guns and made the corporals take the rags out of the 
bores, so that the cadets had to clean off rust for days 
afterward. 

Such appears to be the charges on which Captain 
Longan was condemned, without the usual formality of 
a trial, and sentenced to a silence. The affair is most 
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regrettable, and it is to be hoped that some way will be 
found to teach the cadets the necessity of subordination 
without too severe an interference with the routine of 
Academy life. 
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CASE OF LIEUT. COL. R. F. AMES, U.S.A. 


The official order of the G.C.M. which convened at 
Manila, P.I., for the trial of Lieut. Col. Robert F. Ames, 
12th U.S. Inf., and of which Brig. Gen. John J. Pershing, 
U.S.A., was president, and 1st Lieut. Gordon N. Kimball, 
12th Cav., was judge advocate, has been made public. 

Charge I. was conduct to the prejudice of good order 
and military discipline, in violation of the 62d Article 
of War, in that Lieutenant Colonel Ames, well knowing 
that a stringent quarantine against the Pueblo of Pasig, 
Rizal, P.I., was in force at his station, Fort William 
McKinley, Rizal, that cholera existed in Pasig and 
that there was great danger of the introduction of the 
disease into the post of Fort William McKinley did 
nevertheless disregard the quarantine and visit Pasig. 
This at Pasig between Noy. 10, 1909, and Dec. 1, 1909. 

Charge II. was conduct unbecoming an officer and a 
gentleman, in violation of the 61st Article of War. There 
were nine specifications under this charge. 

The accused pleaded not guilty to the charges and 
specifications. 

He was found not guilty of Charge I. and its specifica- 
tion. Of Charge II. he was found “Not guilty, but 
guilty of conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
ery discipline, in violation of the 62d Article of 

ar. 

Sentence: “To suffer a reduction in lineal rank so 
that his name shall appear in the list of lieutenant 
colonels of Infantry next below that of Lieut. Col. 
Hunter Liggett.” 

The specification upon which Lieutenant Colonel Ames 
was found guilty was the seventh specification of Charge 
II., which alleged that on one occasion he was drunk, to 
the prejudice of good order and military discipline. 

The changes regarding his alleged scandalous conduct 
with the wife of Lieutenant Janney were found by the 
court to be not true. 

General Potts, in reviewing the proceedings, says: 

“In the foregoing case of Lieut. Col. Robert F. Ames, 
12th Inf., the findings on many of the charges and specifi- 
cations are at variance with the evidence, and in the 
opinion of the reviewing authority this court-martial is 
responsible for a serious miscarriage of justice. The 
finding on neither charge meets the approval of the re- 
viewing authority. 

“The sentence is approved in order that the accused 
may not escape punishment, and will be duly executed. 

“Violations of quarantine regulations, admitted by the 
accused, and scandalous conduct with the wife of a young 
subaltern seem not to have impressed the court as mili- 
tary offenses, while almost helpless intoxication in the 
presence of military inferiors and Filipinos is not con- 
demned as unbecoming an officer and gentleman. 

“Tt is matter for regret that a representative body ot 
officers should fail to stamp with their disapproval such 
acts as the evidence clearly shows to have been com- 
mitted. The effect of such failure upon the military 
service must of necessity be bad, and to the public at 
large it must appear as a condonation of moral looseness 
and laxity in the Service. The fact that the accused goes 
practically unpunished for acts opposed to all the best 
traditions of the Army may well prove an incentive for 
others to do likewise. and the result will be laid at the 
door of this court. Date of action, Aug. 12, 1910.” 





SECRETARY DICKINSON’S VIEWS. 


Secretary of War Dickinson, in a speech at Lucena in 
the Philippines on Aug. 14, declared that before the 
Filipinos could hope for independence they, as a people, 
would have have to show some signs of material pros- 
He said that in the part of the country he had 
visited he had seen signs of progress, but that it was 
due to American brains and enterprise. We take the 
following extracts from Secretary Dickinson’s address as 
it appeared in the Manila Cablenews-American: 

“Some people who know very little about the organi- 
zation of the American Government seem to think that 
the Secretary of War has vested in him the power to 
confer immediate independence upon the Philippine 
people. Such statements show an almost unpardonable 
ignorance of the position of a Cabinet officer, and are 
truly misleading to those to whom they are made. The 
questions involved in Philippine independence must be 
discussed upon the floor of Congress and settled there. 

“After the position taken by President McKinley, 
President Roosevelt and President Taft—and those are 
the only declarations in regard to the future of the 
Philippines that have been authoritatively made—cer- 
tainly the American people cannot raise any objection 
toward the Philippine people cherishing aspirations for 
independence. 

“A realization of such a fact cannot precede the desire, 
and the doctrine that was declared, ‘The Philippines for 
the Filipinos,’ certainly presupposes that spirit of in- 
dependence in those who are to be fitted for independent 
government. The American Government has taken every 
sensible and honorable step that it could to lay the 
foundations upon which you might build sound national 
life. It has introduced schools which give you a common 
language, which is the basis of national life. It has 
taught you how to build roads, and intercommunication 
among the people is one of the most potent of consolidat- 
ing influences. EXverywhere I have been I have seen 
evidences of the prosperity that has come to you from 
the administration under the American tutelage. 

“The realization of your aspirations is something that 
I cannot foreshadow or forecast, but my advice is that 
you sustain the Government wherever it is right. criticise 
it justly and fairly wherever it is wrong, and refrain 
from encouraging a disposition of discontent among the 
people with the existing order of affairs. Criticism is 
one thing. and violent and unjust abuse is quite a 
different thing.”

BULLETIN OF MILITIA NOTES, W.D. 


“A Study in Troop Leading and Management of the 
Sanitary Service in War,” by Major John F. Morrison. 
Gen. Staff, and Major Edward L. Munson, Med. Corps, 
U.S.A., has been approved by the War Department for 
use in the Regular Service. This action makes the 
publication available for issue to the Organized Militia. 

The 12-inch war game man of Fort Leavenworth 
(same area as included in the 4-inch Leavenworth map)

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game map at Gettysburg and vicinity, twelve inches to 
the mile, can be obtained at four cents a sheet. Areas 
represented by over eighty-five different sheets have 
already been mapped; each sheet represents an area one 
and one-half miles square. A photographic reduction of 
this war game map, three inches to the mile, will be used 
in solving most of the map problems at the Army Service 
Schools during the present school year. | 2 

The Army revolver course, qualification in which en- 
titles members of the Organized Militia to the prescribed 
badge, is fully described in the Small-arms Firing 
Manual, 1909. 

In view of the ruling of the Secretary of War recently 
that the cadet organizations of educational institutions 
are not properly a part of the Organized Militia, officers 
of the Army should not be detailed to inspect the per- 
sonnel of such organizations. 





DECISION OF THE RIFLE BOARD. 


The following is the resolution passed by the Nationas 
Board for the Promotion of Rifle Practice, referred to 
on page 117: “Resolved, That the appeal of the US. 
Cavalry team from the decision of the executive officer 
be sustained, and the skirmish scores of the Marine 
Corps team in the National Team Match be counted, 
placing this team in second place, the Cavalry team in 
third place and Iowa in fourth place. The board is of 
the opinion that the technical violation of the non- 
coaching rule, under which the executive officer ruled 
out the skirmish scores of the Marine Corps team, was 
an act wholly without intent to violate a rule.” | Follow- 
ing is the letter of appeal on which this action is based: 

Camp Perry, Ohio, Aug. 25, 1910. 
The Adjutant General, U.S.A. 

Sir: On behalf of the U.S. Cavalry rifle team, National 
Match 1910, I have the honor to request that the National 
Board for the Promotion of Rifle Practice be asked to allow 
the score made in skirmish, in the National Team Match 
1910, by the U.S. Marine Corps team, and that they be given 
the place won by them in this match with their skirmish 
score counted in the aggregate.

Thus happily ends this controversy in a way most 
creditable to all concerned, and one completely relieving 
the team of the Marine Corps of any possible suggestion 
to their disadvantage which might be supposed to be 
involved in the rejection of their rifle score on a 
technicality. 





DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


In the case of Capt. C. S. Cochran, U.S.R.C.S., the 
Comptroller decides that the Act of June 12, 1906, pro- 
vides actual expenses for all sea travel by officers of 
the Revenue’ Cutter Service, but it expressly forbids the 
payment of any shore expenses at port of embarkation 
or debarkation. Fees to stewards when traveling on 
government transports are not authorized. 

The Comptroller declines to allow Comdr. E. E. 
Capehart, U.S.N., credit for $243.44 paid to him by 
Pay Dir. J. N. Speel, U.S.N., for travel when ordered 
to his home and granted leave of absence. It is heid 
that such travel was solely for his benefit and con- 
venience, and not upon public business. ‘ 

The amount paid ($215) by Major Francis A. Winter, 
Med. Corps, U.S.A., for treatment at the Johns Hopkins 
Hospital, Baltimore, of Major General Bell, U.S.A., is 
allowed. The Comptroller says: “In the present case 
it appears from the statements of the Secretary of War 
that Major General Bell was suffering from a chronic 
ailment; that he had for some time before being admitted 
to Johns Hopkins Hospital been under the professional 
care and treatment of medical officers of the Army at his 
station in this city, but without satisfactory results; 
that he was treated in Johns Hopkins Hospital and by 
Dr. Thayer pursuant to the verbal authority given 
therefor in advance by the Surgeon General of the Army: 
that he proceeded to Johns Hopkins Hospital on the 
verbal orders of the Secretary of War; that he was on 
a duty status and performed duty as Chief of Staff 
while in such hospital. and that the ailment with which 
he was afflicted required such hospital treatment and 
services of a specialist as could not be obtained in the 
city of Washington. Under such circumstances I am of 
opinion that payment of the vouchers in question was 
authorized.” 

In response to questions presented through the Secre- 
tary of the Navy by P.A. Paymr. BE. A. McMillan, the 
Comptroller decides that in checking against the account 
of a marine who was absent without leave from Jan. 8 
to 13, inclusive, and was returned Jan. 14, the day of 
his return should not be included jin the checkage. 
Another private, having been absent less than twenty- 
four hours, should not be checked, and another, “having 
been absent without leave over twenty-four hours in 
one connected period,” should be checked pay and allow- 
ances for one day. 

The Comptroller refuses to allow $15 paid by Col. T. 
N. Wood, U.S.M.C., for the hire of a horse used by him 
in taking the physical test in June, 1909. He says: 
“The anpeilant was not entitled to be furnished a horse 
at public expense, and is presumed to know the law.”

No. 8 fireroom while the oil was burning on top of 
boiler “I,” and took all precautions to prevent boiler 
explosion. They searched for and assisted in carrying 
out the bodies of the three men who lost their lives. This 
work was done in water up to their waists, in dense 
smoke, heat and fumes from burning oil, and the gas 
and steam arising from the hot coals and coke floating 
on the water, and while the water was pouring down 
from the hose above. Roberts was overcome by fumes 
and gases, and was himself carried on deck. He was 
subsequently sent to the hospital ship. ‘7

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ATLANTIC FLEET. 


The battle practice of the Atlantic Fleet off Cape 
Henry, Va., was finished on Sept. 24, and the vessels 
proceeded to Hampton Roads, Va., and dropper anchor 
Sept. 25 after several weeks of the most strenuous and 
successful work, both by day and night. 

The two main features of this year’s practice are, 
first, that in the day practice each division was to shoot 
as a unit, every ship firing broadsides simultaneously, 
in a formation to be revealed by sealed orders, and at 
individual targets; second, the ranges were between 8,000 
and 11,000 yards (five and a half nautica) miles), 
= last year they averaged about 8,000 to 6,000 
yards. 

The Navy Department insists upon the competitive 
feature of the shooting, ship vying with ship, turret with 
turret upon the same ship and all the others, division 
with division, for the final percentage scores of “hits 
per gun per minute,” upon which, with handicaps to 
equalize different calibers and armaments, a ship’s rating 
is calculated and the pennants for excellence rewarded. 

The gunners have demonstrated their ability to hit 
effectively an enemy’s ship at a distance of six miles, or 
soon after they appear above the horizon, and indicating 
the efficiency of the gunners, both day and night, for the 
longest ranges ever yet attempted. Some of these records 
were made under the adverse circumstances of rough and 
choppy seas. 

After coaling and taking on supplies the battleships, 
except the North Dakota and Georgia, which went to 
Norfolk, started for New York Sept. 26. 

The Connecticut, Captain Rush, flagship of Rear Ad- 
miral Seaton Schroeder, commander-in-chief of the fleet, 
arrived at the navy yard, Brooklyn, Sept. 27, as did 
also the Michigan, Captain Usher. and the South 
Carolina, Captain Fechteler; the Delaware, Captain 
Gove, anchored off Tompkinsville, and the Louisiana, 
Captain Winterhalter, the Kansas, Captain Badger, and 
the New Hampshire, Captain Rodgers, anchored in the 
Hudson between 125th and 150th streets. 

The Fourth Division of the fleet, consisting of the 
Minnesota, Commander Sims, flagship of Rear Admiral 
Murdock; the Vermont, Captain McLean: the Missis- 
sippi, Captain Fullam, and the Idaho. Captain Dunn, 
dropped anchor in the Hudson Sept. 29, about 8 a.m., 
between Ninety-seventh and 118th streets. 

The Third Division, Rear Admiral Comly. except the 
Georgia. the flagship, which is at Norfolk. Va.. arrived 
in the Hudson about 10 a.m., Sept. 29. There was the 
Virginia, Captain Glennon; the Rhode Island, Captain 
Griffin, and the Nebraska, Captain Newton. They 
dropped anchor just above the Fourth Division. 

The North Dakota. Captain Gleaves, anchored off 
Tompkinsville, S.I., about 5:30 a.m., Sept. 28. 

After the vessels were anchored shore leave was at 
once granted. and soon thousands of neatly dressed, clean 
looking bluejackets were seen al! over the city, taking 
in the sights and visiting friends and relatives and 
places of amusement. Officers went ashore in large 
numbers. There were many small social functions which 
occupied their time, while many are> visiting families 
from which they have been separated many months. The 
shins attracted many visitors from shore. 

Among the officers to leave their ships were Comdr. 
W. R. Shoemaker, chief of staff, and Lieut. R. D. White, 
aid on staff of Rear Admiral Schroeder, from the Con- 
necticut; Lieut. John W. Timmons. ordnance officer, 
and Lieut. V. K. Coman, from the Idaho; Lieut. Roger 
Williams. fleet athletic officer. Tieut. A. K. Atkins, of 
the South Carolina, has obtained fifteen days’ leave of 
absence. 

The Connecticut was docked at the navy yard Sept. 
27. just after arrival there. 

One notable change in the fleet is the substitution of 
Filipinos for Japanese and negroes as wardroom and 
mess attendants. The Filipinos, in neat white uniforms, 
are to be found on board nearly all the vessels. 

The battleships and auxiliaries are anchored in the 
Hudson in ‘line as follows: Dixie. tender, Lieutenant 
Foley, off 'Thirtyseighth street: Yankton, Lieutenant 
Fowler, off Seventy-second street: Celtic. supply shin.

FIELD SERVICE REGULATIONS, 1910. 


To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

Field Service Regulations, 1910, are in the hands 
of the troops. They were published for the government 
of the Regular Army under date Feb. 21, 1910. 

The War Department has never condescended to an- 
nounce to the Army the time, place or circumstances 
under which the Army is to govern itself by these Regu- 
lations, or, in other words. when they became effective. 
The regimental organization is materially changed. 
When is such change to take place? 

Under the old Regulations twenty mounted orderlies 
were prescribed as additional strength. The additional 
strength was never provided, but some bold commander, 
regardless of law, at once proceeded to seize twenty 
men from the cempanies’ garrison, neace .strenzth, ana 
hv some pretense obtained mounts for them. At once 
this was taken as _ precedent and. inspectors general 
harped on deficiencies. defects and irregularities in 





mounted orderly detachments until the War Depart- 
ment itself seems to have become convinced that such 
detachments are prescribed units in the regimental or- 
ganization as at present constituted, but they shall be 
detailed from companies. * 
And now come pages 20 and 21, Regulations, 1910! 
What have the gray-haired colonels done, that they 
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must fight undefined regulations in efforts to meet the 
criticisms of inspectors general, which of course pass 
O.K. in Office of the Inspector General and help heap 
wp the great array of irregularities in the line which 
that department, by herculean efforts, 
ward in correcting without resort to measures outside 
of its own resources? 
General Staff, give us light! 


THE GEORGIA’S GUN EXPLOSION. 

Nothing new or sensational is contained in the mail 
report on the explosion in which the battleship Georgia 
one of her 12-inch guns during target practice. 
There is a statement in the report that the powder used 
in the gun, as well as in the other 12-, 8- and 6-inch 
guns firing on the day of battle practice, was suspected 
as being slightly abnormal, but was regarded as perfectly 
safe and thoroughly reliable. The four 12-inch guns on 
the Georgia have been in service for ten years, the life 
for reliable firing being estimated at one hundred rounds. 
As to safety firing, the life is estimated at about one 
hundred and twenty-five rounds. The gun gave way on 
its ninety-fourth shot. 

The report of the accident was written by Capt. Will- 
iam L. Redgers, after personal examination of the officers 
and gun crews of the forward 12-inch turret, to the left 
zun of which the accident occurred. He could find no 
outside cause for the accident, such as might be traceable 
to anyone having to do with the firing of the gun. It 
was the conclusion of the board that it is wholly a matter 
of ordnance, either as regards the powder used or the 
gun itself. 

The report showed that the accident occurred during 
the first firing of the left forward 12-inch gun on the 
battle practice. The Georgia led her division under 
Rear Admiral Samuel TI’. Comly’s flag. She picked up 
the Fourth Division towing the target at 15,000 yards. 
The Idaho was towing. with the Minnesota, carrying 
Rear Admiral Josenh B. Murdock’s flag, as nacemaker 
at seven and a half knots, and followed by the Missis- 
sippi, aecompanied by the renair ship Panther, the supply 
ship Culgoa and a tug. The Georgia swept into tht 
range at 12,500 yards, the distance for the first ranging 
shot, and the left forward gun opened up the fire. The 
firing speed was such that the right gun in the same 
turret was fired before anyone in the turret could deter- 
mine exactly what had occurred. The ill-fated gun was 
heing loaded again when orders to cease firing were given. 

That the left gun was trained over the starboard bow 
in order to bear on the target is about the only reason 
for the escape of several men who were manning the 
6-inch forward guns on the gun deck immediately below. 
The main deck was crushed in, the anchor engine was 
demolished and two or three large pieces of steel from 
the gun crushed through the gun deck to the main pro- 
tected deck. Just under this is the ship’s barber shop. 
which was in operation at the time, as all hands had 
not heen sent to their stations since onlv the vreliminary 
ranging shot was being fired, and it would be five minutes 
hefore the battle proper would be opened. Two enlisted 
men were occupying the barber's chairs, one having his 
hair cut and the other obtaining a shave. <A _ piece of 
the gun dropyed between the two chairs, breaking a ieg 
off one chair. No one was injured by the crash, but 
business was immediately suspended in the barber shop. 

Admiral Comly was the only officer on the bridge, the 
ship’s captain, the executive and navigator, with the 
quartermaster at the wheel, being in the conning tower. 
\ piece of the gun’s barrel flew dangerously close to Ad- 
miral Comly’s head, while a number of officers on the 
Georgia and Rhode Island. immediately behind, and on 
the Nebraska, the third in line, had narrow escapes.

Glemont King. of St. Joseph, Mich., chief water 
tender: James H. Pierce, of Macon, Ga., boilermaker.

have been commended in a letter from the Secretary of 
the Navy for heroic conduct in preventing a disaster on 
board the torpedoboat destroyer Chauncey in August last. 
The Chauncey was proceeding from Tsingtau, China, to 
Nagasaki, Japan. when a tube in one of her boilers blew 
out. Steam made the fireroom unbearable. The three 
men forced their way into the room and extinguished the 
fires, working in four inches of scalding water, which 
covered the floor plates. Their action is believed to have 
saved the destroyer from an explosion which might have 
caused the loss of the vessel. 

The New York nautical training ship Newport, Lieut. 
Comdr. Lay H. Everhart, with 100 apprentice sailormen. 
arrived at Hamilton, Bermuda, Sept. 22, all on board 
well. ie vessel sailed Sept. 24 for New York. The 
Newport left New York on May 10 for her annual cruise. 
She went to Glen Cove, L.I., where she remained until 
May 22. From Glen Cove she went to New London, from 
which place she sailed for Belfast, Ireland. After that 
her itinerary included yisits to Copenhagen, Cronstadt.

In an article in the Scientific American comparing 
the Argentine battleships, now under contract with the 
Fore River Shipbuilding Co., “Nauticus” says: ‘While 
the Wyoming class of vessel was passed upon by the 
seagoing officers of the Wnited States Navy, it is well 
to remember that the Argentine battleshin comprises the 
thought and experience of the principal naval powers 
in the world, and without question is the most powerful 
and best protected vessel designed up to the time at 
which she was ordered.” 

In an interview regarding the termination of the 
agreement between the Pacific Mail and the Toyo Kisen 
Kaisha, R. P. Schwerin, manager of the former com- 
pany and formerly of the navy, who is now touring the 
Orient, while in Japan made the following statement: 
“Construction of two new vessels is expected to be- 
gin very soon. Every detail will be perfectly planned 
before work is fully started. Three firms, one Ameri- 
can, one German and one French, are now at work on 
the decorations. One does not spend $6,000,000 without 
thorough investigation. The boats will be running in 
three vears’ time. They will be of 40,000 tons displace- 
ment.”

‘ The Revenue Cutter Service was advised of the death of 
Senior Captain Russell Glover, U.S.R.C.S., which occurred 
Sept. 28, 1910, at his home in Harrington, Me. The late 


Senior Captain Glover was born Oct. 12, 1841, and was com- 
missioned a third lieutenant in the Revenue Cutter Ser- 
vice on Dec. 12, 1864, and assigned to duty on the revenue 
cutter Shubrick, at that time actively engaged in guard- 
ing San Francisco Bay in conjunction with the naval ves- 
sel Saginaw. He served on board the Shubrick during 


the remainder of the war and was attached to the vessel 
when she frustrated a large  filibustering expedition to 
Mexico when that country was occupied by the Freneh 
in 1865. 


On June 25, 1868, Senior Captain 
to the grade of second lieutenant: on April 10, 1871, was 
promoted to the grade of first lieutenant and became a 
captain on Mareh 25, 1878. He was retired from active 
service as captain on September 22, 1903, on account of 
physical disability, but was advanced to the grade of senior 
captain on the retired list on account of his record in the 
Civil War. 

Among other details of importance, Captain Glover served 
as superintendent of construction and repair from 1895 
to 1903. Captain Glover served creditably through the 
various grades of the service.

THE 27TH HOME AGAIN. 


Fort Sheridan, Ill., Sept. 20, 1910. 

The ist Battalion, 27th Inf., arrived here at noon last 
Wednesday after having marched some 260 miles from the ma- 
neuver grounds at Sparta, Wis. This battalion, with Major 
Edgar W. Howe, was the last to arrive home, because it was 
retained at the maneuver camp for the purpose of putting the 
place in order for the winter after the departure of all of the 
other troops. With their arrival there terminated one of the 
most active summers for the troops of Fort Sheridan. The sea- 
son’s activities began May 28, when the entire garrison in com- 
mand of Col. William L. Pitcher, U.S.A., marched into Chi-- 
cago, camping en route, to take part in the Memorial Day pa- 
rade. After the return from this event, every officer and sol- 
dier utilized his time to get into training for the Chicago Mili- 
tary Tournament. Near the end of June the command once 
more marched to Chicago and for three weeks was busily en- 
gaged in carrying out the program of one of the leading mili- 
tary tournaments in the history of the Army. 

Upon the return of the troops to Fort Sheridan there was 
barely time to get men, horses and equipment in readiness for 
the thirty-one days’ maneuvers with the National Guard re 
ments at Sparta, Wis., and the march of 265 miles back to the 
post. By July 31 Colonel Pitcher’s Fort Sheridan command 
of Infantry, Cavalry and Artillery were on the grounds at 
Sparta, and by Aug. 2 the first of twenty important maneuvers 
were begun, with Regular troops from other sections of tu 
country and Organized Militia from the surrounding states. O> 
Sept. 1 the Fort Sheridan troops began the march homeward 
in four divisions, the last division arriving last Wednesday, as 
above stated, closing a season of summer work remarkable for 
its variations and activities, as well as the length oftime con- 
sumed in the field. 

The Fort Sheridan officers are much pleased with the way in 
which the work was done throughout the summer. The com- 
mand made a good record at the Chicago tournament, and did 
creditable service in the maneuvers at Sparta. Probably the 
principal achievement was the remarkable march made by the 
Infantry under the immediate command of Colonel Pitcher on 
the way back from Sparta. The regiment was scheduled 
depart from Sparta on the morning of Sept. 1 and arrive 
Fort Sheridan at noon Sept. 19. Instead of that the regiment 
arrived at Fort Sheridan on the afternoon of Sept. 17, two 
days ahead of the itinerary time and only two days later than 
the Cavalry, which had started at the same time. No marches 
were made on Sundays. The time was gained by marching « 
few miles beyond the designated itinerary points during 1 
latter part of the march. When Colonel Pitcher first to 
command of the 27th in 1906, the regiment was about to mare) 
to Fort Benjamin Harrison, 200 miles distant. On the firs‘ 
day’s march from Fort Sheridan, 20 per cent. of the men fell 
out before the first camp was made. An ambulance well fill 
with sore-footed men accompanied the command for several 
days. When the regiment arrived at Fort Sheridan on the 
afternoon of Sept. 17, 1910, the ambulance was empty. Every 
man was marching. Furthermore, at night a hop was ar- 
ranged by the soldiers’ hop and entertainment committee and 
the men who had marched twenty-one miles that day were 
present in considerable numbers and danced until the music 
played ‘““Home, Sweet Home,” at 11:45 p.m.

FORT DOUGLAS. 


; Fort Douglas, Utah, Sept. 24, 1910. 

Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans, U.S.N., arrived in Salt 
Lake on Thursday last from the Pacific Northwest and remained 
over for a visit of two days with friends here. He was met 
by the members of the Commercial Club and taken around 
the city and given a luncheon and informal reception at the 
club, at which the prominent men of the city and the State 
met him. Brig. Gen. Earl D. Thomas, U.S.A., who was at 
the post, was also a guest and made a brief speech during the 
luncheon, to which Admiral Evans responded most happily. 
Later Admiral Evans witnessed the review at the post. Ad- 
miral Evans said he was particularly proud of the fact that 
he received his Naval Academy appointment from Utah. Speak- 
ing of Army and Navy conditions he said: 


‘*Take a fleet of 100 battleships, double the size of the Ameri- 
can Army and the cost of maintaining these preventives of war, 
would represent insurance at a cost of one-tenth of one per 
cent. of the value of the property which would be destroyed by 
an enemy before our present Navy could reach the scene of 
action. And our fleet would reach the scene after the enemy 
was through and gone on about his business. 

“There are nine ships now flying the American flag in for- 
eign commerce; there were ten, but one was wrecked a few 
months ago. Congress refuses to spend a paltry $12,000,000 
or so in the upbuilding of an American merchant marine. 
We should have this, and it is up to you men who own this 
great country of ours to dictate in regard to how some of 
your money is to be sgent. 

“The theory that a fleet of battleships can be sent from the 
Atlantic to the Pacifig through the Panama Canal, and after 
fighting a battle in the Pacific go back through the Canal and 
fight a battle there, sounds all right, but it will never do in 
practice. One stick of dynamite at the right place in some of 
the locks of that Canal will destroy that theory in a mighty 
short time. 

“This country of ours is a ripe, luscious plum hanging on 
a tree, and every fellow wants to come along and take a bite 
out of it. It is true that no enemy can conquer the American 
nation in the long run, but a Navy and Army of adequate pro- 
portions would prevent that bite being taken; it would save a 
great deal of money in repairing the damage inflicted by the 
teeth of an enemy. What we need is a fleet on both the Pa- 
cific and the Atlantic. Make the stakes so high that the other 
fellow can’t afford to sit tm the game with you.” 

rig. Gen. Earl D. Thomas, who has spent the past few 
days at Douglas, reviewed the troops on Friday before a large 
crowd of Salt Lakers who had gone up for the sight. The 
garrison was under command of Major Willis T. May. The 
band furnished fine martial music and the soldiers showed up 
in fine form. General Thomas expressed himself as well pleased 
with the review. “Everything is in very satisfactory shape,” 
he said. “The troops are in good form, equipment is satis- 
factory, and with the alterations and improvements completed.

While nothing has been said about this important enter- 
prise, the work has been quietly prosecuted under the di- 
rection of Brevet Major Gen. Joseph G. Story (Uncle Joe). 
of the Adjutant General’s Department, and the result is a 
fully equipped and permanent range, with distances from 
200 to 1,000 yards fer the rifle, and with a pistol range for 
officers. 

There are five targets at each range, with up-to-date de- 
vices, just the same as at Blauvelt. ‘They are on _ steel 
frames, and work automatically up and down by pressing a 
lever with the foot. The markers’ pit is backed with a 
concrete wall, and behind this is an earthen bank, just the 
same as at Blauvelt, the markers being in the open air, 
instead of in a covered damp pit, as in old times. There 
are also storehouses for targets, etce., and the range is 
fully equipped in every respect. 

It was completed on Sept. 27, and on the same day 
the 4th Separate Company of Yonkers and the 11th of 
Mount Vernon used it, and on Sept. 29 and 30 the 17th 
Separate Company of Flushing, and the 49th of White Plains 
were at the range. The shooting was under the direction 
of Major William M. Kirby, ordnance officer, on the staff of 
General Roe. The men of the companies went up to the 
range the — before the days for practice and took tent- 
age with them. 

The range is on the northwesterly part of the ground 
and there is one firing point for all ranges except at the 
1,000 yards range, the firing line of which is in the center 
of the north parade ground. Firing can be kept up at all 
the ranges at the same time, except at 1,000 yards. 

Although no further details for practice had been officially 
determined at this writing, it is possible that arrangements 
may be made to have practice at Peekskill to a limited ex- 
tent for sharpshooters, experts and distinguished experts for 
the Guardsmen of Greater New York. It is hoped that such 
practice may be arranged for, as many are desirous of com- 
pleting the firing course, and a visit to the range will bring 
back many pleasant recollections of old days. 

General Story, it is worthy of note, is one of those who 
took an active part in shooting at the opening of Creedmoor 
range in 1873, and was one of the earliest members of the 
N.R.A. He has taken an active interest in shooting ever 
since, and holds a marksman’s bar for every year it was 
issued. He first joined the Guard as private in Co. A, 23d 
N.Y., Jan. 20, 1862, also stipervised the building of a range 
at Peekskill in 1882, when General Townsend was adjutant 
general. This range, which was later abolished against the 
wishes of many, had ranges up to 700 yards. The new 
range, although of limited facilities, is certainly a model one 
in every detail. 


Colonel Appleton, of the 7th N.Y., announces that com- 
pany drills will be resumed Monday, Oct. 3, 1910, and will 
continue weekly until further orders as follows: Monda 8, 
Companies D, G and H; Tuesdays, Companies A, E and 
Wednesdays, Companies C, K and L; Thursdays, Companies 
B_ and I; Fridays, Regimental Headquarters, Regimental 
Rifle Club. The foregoing does not apply to those com- 
panies that for various reasons have been permitted to 
defer the opening of the drill season. Orders will follow 
which will give the course of instruction that will govern 
the command when the commanding officer is satisfied that 
the following has been fully comprehended by all concerned: 
The commanding officer desires that the methods that have 
been so faithfully pursued by the company commanders 
and instructors in the past be continued, and he repub- 
lishes the maxims that have heretofore guided the efforts 
of the officers of the regiment. Colonel Appleton says: 

‘Discipline (prompt, intelligent and unquestioning obedi- 
ence to orders) and marksmanship establish the standing 
of a regiment. Correct drill, with attention to every detail, 
spirited and uniform marching and manual indicate the zeal, 
unanimity of feeling and esprit of a military command, and 
are excepted from the members of the 7th Regiment. 
The captains must give proper attention to the school of the 
soldier, squad and company, insisting on steadiness in ranks, 
military courtesy, and soldierly deportment on all occasions. 
The commanding officer enjoins upon the captains the neces- 
sity of careful personal supervision of their recruits, and 
expects no man to be transferred to the ranks until the 
captain is satisfied that he is a qualified soldier, and that 
he has become at least an armory marksman. Non-com- 
missioned officers will be given frequent opportunity to ex- 
ercise in the duties of their grades, including office duties 
and habits of command. A strict observance for many years 
of the principles involved in all the foregoing has enabled 
the 7th Regiment to present itself for duty on field servy- 
ice and otherwise in a soldierly and creditable manner.’’ 

Major Reginald L. Foster, of the 12th N.Y., qualified as a 
sharpshooter, expert and distinguished expert at the rifle range 
at Newburg recently, finishing all three courses the same day. 
It .is said, by one who was present, that he found it as easy 
to qualify at the extreme ranges as to make bull's-eyes in 
a Bowery shooting gallery. Capt. F. C. Harriman and Capt. E 
W. Dayton have also qualified as distinguished experts at the 
Newburg range. 

Gen. John G. Eddy, 2d Brigade, N.Y., and members of his 
staff, spent a successful day at the State rifle range in New- 
burg, Sept. 22, and quatified as follows as distinguished experts:

Drills and indoor instruction in the 7lst N.Y. will com- 
mence on Oct. 3, and Lieut. Col. J. H. Wells will have charge 
of the theoretical instruction and lectures.

I and LL, of the 3d Bat- 
talion, will proceed to Blauvelt for rifle practice Oct. 19. The 
2d Battalion and Cos. B and M, of the 3d Battalion, will pro- 
ceed to the range on Oct. 20. There will be a review of 
the regiment on Friday night, Nov. 4, by Brig. Gen. George 
Moore Smith, at the armory. Ist Lieut. J. W. Bellah of 
Co. A. who died on Sept. 24, was buried on Sept. 27 with 
military honors.

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 


Brigadier General Harries, District of Columbia Militia, 
in G.O. 15, outlines the work of the National Guard for the 
coming winter. Drills and practical instruction in armories 
and on the streets and theoretical instruction will commence 
Oct. 1. Tardiness at drill and when the assembly sounds re- 
ceives attention. ‘‘The practice of officers and enlisted men 
reporting for drill in citizens’ clothing, or in part uniform, 
will be stopped,’’ says the order, ‘‘and battalion and com- 
pany commanders will be held responsible that their officers 
and men are in proper uniform.’’ Officers are expected to 
give double drill duty or to take necessary disciplinary meas- 
ures with the men to prevent second occurrences of tardiness 
at drill. The sergeants from the Regular Army detailed for 
duty with the Guard will be known as ‘‘instructor_ ser- 
geants.’’ Following a ‘‘short, snappy drill,’’ which will be 
held between 8:10 and 9:10 in the evening, the instructor 
sergeants will take charge of the non-commissioned officers 
and conduct school for an hour. Before the Christmas _holi- 
days an examination will be held in the non-commissioned 
officers’ school and certificates of proficiency will be given to 
students in subjects where the examination work and attend- 
ance have been up to the required standard. This certifi- 
cate will excuse a non-commissioned officer from attendance 
at school in that subject in the future. The course for the 
first period of theoretical instruction, which begins Oct. 1 and 
lasts until Dee. 17, will include for infantry, artillery and 
signal corps officers, ‘‘Military Map Reading,’’ by Capt. ©. O. 
Sherrill, U.S. Engineer Corps, and pages 46 to 89, ‘‘Field 
Service Regulations, 1910.’’

CONNECTICUT. 

Adjutant General Cole, of Connecticut, announces that the 
armory drill season will commence Noy. 1, 1910, and con- 
tinue to and including May 31, 1911, and issues the neces- 
sary instructions to be followed. Drills must be of not less 
than one hour and a quarter each week. The inspector gen- 
eral will make such inspections of the Connecticut National 
Guard, during the drill season, as may be necessary; inspec- 
tions to be made on theregular drill night of the organiza- 
tion inspected. ‘‘Company commanders,’’ says General Cole. 
‘‘are directed to have all books and company records prop- 
erly written up to date. It is for this purpose that a com- 
pany clerk is provided, and it is the duty of company com- 
manders to see that this very important part of the company 
work is properly done.’’— 

To stimulate organizations to greater effort in rifle prac- 
tice, a suitable prize is offered to the Coast Artillery Corps 
and Ist and 2d Regiments of Infantry, to be held for one 
year by the organization having the highest corps or regi- 
mental figure of merit. 


MASSACHUSETTS. 


Adjutant General Brigham, of Massachusetts, publishes, in 
a recent order, extracts from the report of the Naval Bureau 
on the conduct of the Naval Militia Service School for the 
year 1909-1910. The course was made compulsory for all 
lieutenants (junior grade) and ensigns, except engineer offi- 
cers, but all other line and staff officers were permitted to 
take the course if they volunteered for such duty. The 
course during the past school year covered the subjects of 
navigation and paper work. Six chiefs of divisions and 
two staff officers volunteered for the course. The names of 
those required to take the course, and who passed, and their 
standing, are as folllows:

PENNSYLVANTA. 

Col. Frank K. Patterson, General Inspector of Small-arms 
Practice,-in his official report of the State and National 
matches, states that the matches of this year cannot be com- 
pared with any in the past years because of the change of 
conditions in all the senior competitions. The working out 
of the senior and junior team arrangement, instituted’ last 
year, is said to be satisfactory, and that new men are being 
developed into good riflemen. Colonel Patterson gives the 
12th Infantry the following praise: ‘‘The feat of the teams 
of the 12th Tafantry in capturing six of the eight regimental 
matches has never been equaled, and probably never will be 
equaled again. It is an evidence of what can be accom- 
plished by conscientious training and hard work with a thor- 
oughly competent regimental inspector to map out and direct 
that work. The methods of the 12th Regiment Infantry in 
securing and developing its teams are worthy of emulation 
by other regiments.’ 

Speaking of the National Team Match, Colonel Patterson 
says: ‘‘The team which represented Pennsylvania in the 
National Team Match at Camp Perry, O., increased the aggre- 
gate score over any previous year, except in the skirmish in 
which for some unexplainable reason some members of the 
team made very unsatisfactory scores, although having made 
most acceptable scores at known distances and in rapid fire. 
A comparison of the score made by the 1910 team with that 
of the 1909 team shows that at 200 yards this year’s team 
scored one point less than that of 1909, at 600 yards seven 
points were gained, and at 1,000 yards twenty-one points 
were lost. At rapid fire there was a gain of seventy-five 
points, but at skirmish the team made 207 points less than 
the 1909 team. It is a peculiar coincidence that the team 
which won this year was just 207. points ahead of the Penn- 
sylvania team. More attention must be paid in future Penn- 
sylvania teams at 1,000 yards and skirmish.’’ 

Col. Lewis T. Brown, Chief of Ordnance, N.G.P., author- 
izes the announcement that he will offer for competition for 
the first time in 1911 a perpetual challenge trophy, to be shot 
for under conditions as closely following those of the Evans 
Service Skirmish Match, of the National Rifle Association, 
as the situation on the State Rifle Range will admit. This 
match will be known as the Brown Service Skirmish Match.

CONSTANT READER.—There are three divisions in the 
1st Field Army, organized under G.O. 35, Feb. 28, 1910, War 
Dept., and comprising mobile forces of the Regular Army and 
the National Guard, This is the only field army that has 
been announced to date.

It weighs 127 tons, has a bore diameter of sixteen 
inches, a powder charge of 612 pounds, and the projectile 
weighs 2,400 pounds. Only one such gun has been built so 
far. The largest gun in the U.S. Navy has a bore of four- 
teen inches; its weight is 63.3 tons, and its length is fifty- 
three feet six inches. The projectile weighs 1,400 pounds.
